Famous English Scientist Of- 
fers Faith That Welds 
Knowledge and 
Tradition. 


OTHER WORLD'S GREATER 


Man Not Highest Form of Life, 
Says Sir Oliver Lodge; His 
Future Existence Part 
of His Theory. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNRB.]) 

LONDON, Dee.’ 15,—Sir Oliver Lodge has 
issued the text of a scientific catechism 
which was read before a gathering of non- 
conformist ministers in London, and which 
is designed for the use of teachers interested 
in the education of the young. Ima preface 
Sir Oliver says: - 


“From the viewpoint of the teacher and. 


the trainer of teachers the following clauses 
have been drafted by meas affording a par- 
tially scientifiC basis for future religious 
education: 

“Q-~-What are you? A.—A being, alive, 
and conscious upon this earth, my ances- 
tora, having ascended by gradual processes 
from the lower forms of animal life and with 
a struggle, and suffering, become man. 

Q@.—What, then, is meant by the fall of 
mant A.—At a certain stage of develop- 
ment man became conscious of the difference 
between right and wrong, so that thereafter 
when his actions fell below a normal stand- 
ard of conduct he felt ashamed and sinful. 
Nevertheless, the possibility of the fall 
marks a rise in the scale of existence. Crea- 
tures below this level are irresponsible, fee! 


| BO shame, suffer no remorse, and are said | 


to have no conscience. 

Q—What is the d etive character of 
manhood? A.—That he has responsibility 
for his acts, having acquired the power of 
choosing between good and evil; with free- 
dom to obey one motive rather than an- 
other, 

Defines Duty of Man. 

Q.—What is the duty of mant A.—To as- 
sist his fellows, to devetop hie own higher self, 
strike toward good in every way and open his 
powers generally to seek to know the laws of 
nature and obey the will of God in whose 
service alone can be found that harmonious 
exercise of the faculties which is synony- 
mous with perfect freedom. 

- Q-—What is meant by geod and evil? 
A.—Good is that which promotes development 
and is In harmony with the will of God. It 
is akin to health, beauty, and. happiness. 
Evil ts that which retards or frustrates de- 
velopment And injures some part of the uni- 
verse.....It..is.ekin to. disease, ugliness, and 
ery. 

Q.—How does man know good from evilt 
A.—His own nature when uncorrupted is suf- 
ficiently in tune with the universe to enable 
him to be well aware in general of what is 
pleasing and displeasing, a guiding spirit of 
which he himself should be the real, ¢f- 
fective portion. 

Q.-—-How comes it evil existeaf A.-—Acts 
and thoughts are evil when below the normal 
standard attained by humanity. The possi- 
bility of evil is a nécessary consequence of 
the rise in the scale of moral existence, just 
as.an organism whose moral temperature 
is far above the absolute zero is necessarily 
liable to damage by deadly cold, but coid 
is not itself a positive or created thing. 

Q.—Whatissint A.—S8in isa deliberate, 
willful act of a free agent, who sees better 
and chooses worse, and thereby acts in- 
juriously to himself and others. The root of 
sin is selfishness, whereby needless trouble 
and pain is inflicted on others. It is akin 
to moral suicide. 

Q@.—Are th.e beings lower in the scale 
of existence than manf A.~—Multitudes. In 
every part of the earth where life is possi- 
ble we find it developed. Life exists in every 
variety of animal of earth, air, and sea, and 
in every species of plant. 

Man Not Highest.in Life’s Scale. 

Q@.—Are there beings higher in the scale 
of existence than mant A.—Man is the 
highest of the dwellers on the planet earth. 
but the earth is only one of many planets 
warmed by the sun, and the sun only one of a 
myriad of similar suns which are so distant 
we hardly see them and group them indis- 
criminately as stars. We may be sure that in 
some of these innumerable worlds circulating 
about distant suns there must be beings far 
higher in the scale of existence than. our- 
selves. Indeed, we Bave no knowledge which 
enables us to assert the absence of intelli- 
gence anywhere. 

Q.—What caused and what maintains 
existencet A.—Of our own knowledge we 
are unable to realize the meaning, origination, 
and maintenance. All we can accomplish in 
the physical world is to move things about by 
means of our bodily organisms and leave 
them to act on each other, but we conceive 
there must be some intelligence supreme 
over the whole process of evolution, else 
things could not be as organized and beauti- 
ful as they are. 

Q.—Is man helped tn his struggle up- 
ward? A.—Man has not brought himself 
into existence, nor can he unaided maintain 
existence. or achieve anything whatever. 
There ie certainly a power in the universe 
vastly. beyond our comprehension. We trust 
and believe it to be a good, loving power, able 
and willing to help us and all creatures, and 
guide us wisely without detriment to our in- 
cipient freedom. This loving kindness sur- 
rounds us every moment; in it we live and 
have our real being. It is the mainepring of 
love and joy and beauty. We call it the grace 
of God, and it is it that sustains and enriches 
all the worlds. It may take a multiplicity of 
forms, but its essence and higher meaning are 
epecially revealed to dwellers on this earth in 
the form of the divinely human, perfect life 
of Jesue Christ, through whose spirit and 
living influence man may hope to rise to 
heights at present inaccessible. 


One Eternal Being Overrules. 
Q.—How may we become informed of 
things too high for our own knowledge? 
A—We should strive to learn from the 
great teachers, prophets, poets, and saints 
of the human race whose writings are 
opened to u@bdy education. Especially should 
we learn how to interpret and understand the

MANY TOWNS OUT OF FUEL. 


Public Schools Closing and the Electric 


Light Plants Shutting Down. 


Fargo, N. D., Dec. 15.—[ Specia]: }—The 
northwest no longer faces a fuel famine, it 
experiences one. areful inquiry in every 
portion of the northern half of the state 
shows that there is not a town in which 
coal oan be had, except in small quantities 
and to supply immediate needs. In dozens 
of places there is not a pound to be bought, 
the dealers haying been out for days, and 


_in some cases for a,week or more. 


At Cando the flour mill has been closed 
for three weeks for lack of fuel. The electric 
light plant closed Thursday. Householders 
are running short. 

At Granville the last coal 
Dec. 8. 

At Towner and Rugby the public schools 
are closed, as in many other small towns. 

At Minot the central heating plant has 
closed down at intervals to save fuel. 

At Finley there is neither coal nor kerosene 
oil and there has Bot been a train for forty- 
eight hours. 

At Maddock coal dealers are entirely out 
and the private supply is nearly exhausted. 

These illustrations could be multiplied in- 
definitely and the sathe conditions prevail 
in the southern half of the state and in north- 


ern Minnesota. 

As a result of appeals from commercial 
clubs and other organizations in the smaller 
towns, and of telegrame sent by Gov. Saries 
to the heads of all the railroads entering the 
state, the railroads are making a desperate 
effort to relieve the situation by running 
special coal trains. 

Want Troops to Move Coal. 

Washirigton, D. C., Dec. 15.—[Special.}— 
Senator McCumber this afternoon received 
the following telegram from J. P. Whitte- 
more, dated Galesburg, N. D.: 

“ The United States army could not be em- 
ployed better than in compelling and aasist- 
ing the railroads to drop everything and 
haul us coal. Half the northwest will be 
freezing in a week, and the whole of it tn 
two weeks.” 

Senator McCumber announced his intention 
of forwarding the telegram to President 
Roosevelt as the commander in chief of the 
army

Railroads Deny Blame. 
The railroads penetrating the northwest 
deny emphatically that there has been any 


saortage of cars on their lines which is re- - 


sponsible for the suffering alleged to exist 
from a fuel famine. The commission heard 
today from the Minneapolis, St. Paul, and 
Sault Ste. Marie company, the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy, and the Chicago and 
Northwestern. 

Marvin Hughitt, of the last named line, 
states that his company is not falling at this 
time nor has it failed at any time to furnisa 
cars and to move them with reasonable 
promptness, both for fuel and other com- 
modities, and if there is suffering for lack of 
any commodity at stations tributary to its 
lines, he declares it is not. due to failure on 
the part of the company. 


Fault of Coal Dealers. 


George B. Harris of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy rallroad declares the coal 
cealers and not the railroads are responsible 
for the shortage in fuel. He says: 

“There has been no general or protracted 
shortage of cars or condition of traffic on the 
Burlington road, though it is true that every 
year there is some car shortage and some 
congestion due to the fact that shippers, 
especially of coal, have Mttle or no provision 
in the way of storage and always decline to 
anticipate their orders. Consequently there

]| FISHER'S BABY DIBS IN BUGGY 


Counsel Suffocates. 


Rolls Over 
Dead 1 


‘Warm Covering 4uf Is 
Semel 6 Pere 


The 7 shointhis o14 Son of City Traction: 
Counsel Walter L. Fisher, for whom a name 
had not yet been selected, was suffocated 
while asleep in a perambulator in the vesti- 
bule of the Fisher residence, 468 North State 
street, yesterday noon. Mr. Fisher at the 
time was addressing a meeting of thé council 
committee on traneportation and was called 
away by a message that the child had be- | 
come fll. He did not know of its death until 
he reached his home. 

In keeping with the custom of letting the 
children, during baby hood, sleep in the open 
air several hours each day, Mre. Fisher in- 
structed the nurse, Miss Sergeant, to place 
the perambulator in the open vestibule. The 
second time Miss Sergeant went to look at 
the baby she found him lying face down- 
ward, apparently lifeless. He apparently 
had robled over and become entangled in the 
blankets. Without hesitating a moment the 
nurse took the child in her arms and hurried 
to the office of Dr. F. W. Belknap, 885 North 
State street, who told her the boy was dead. 


Mother Fears Kidnaping. — 

Neighbors, seeing the woman flee through 
the street with the child, thought the infant 
was being kidnaped, and reported it to Mrs. 
Fisher. In the meantime the latter had 
sent her maid to see how the child wagsjeep- 
ing ang had learned of its abegnce, Later 
Miss Sergéant telephoned the facts from the 
physician's office and the body of the child 
was taken home. 

The news of the child’s death came as an 
emphasized shock to Mrs. Fishér, following 
her alarm occasioned by the belief her baby 
had been stolen. Prior to being told that 
the child was dead, she had notified the Chi- 
cago avenue police of the boy's Gisappear- 
apnee, but before search was begun the facts 
had beer learned and communicated to them. 


Father Hears News. 

Mr. Fisher wae delivering an address be- 
fore the street car peoplé and the members 
of the lecal transportation committee of 
‘the council on the traction settlement, the 
terms of which practically were agreed upon,

when a clerk approached Mr. Fisher nerv- 
ously and told him he was wanted at the 
telephone. Through the telephone Mr. Fish- 
er was told that hig son was seriously ill 
and that his presence at home was advisable. 
The attorney explained in a few words that 
he was called to his residence and hastened 
away, to learn of his little son's death after 
arriving home, , ; 

At his residence last night Mr. Fisher said 
no blame attaéhed te Miss Sergeant, saying 
the child must have awakened sufficiently 
to turn face downward, thus causing the 
coverings to fall closely about his head.

The agreement on the principal terms upon 
which the franchises of the companies wil! 
be extended was reached at a conference held 
yesterday between the council committee 
on local transportation and the representa- 
tives of the Union Traction and City railway 
companies. The street car men agreed to 
a compromise close to the terms offered ty 
the city. 

The value of the existing street car prop- 
erties and unexpired franchises was fixed 
at $50,000,000, which amount the city. when- 
ever It undertakes municipal ownership. 
must pay the companies in addition to what 
fe expended for rehabilitation. Of this 
amount the,Union Traction company will 
receive $29,000,000 and the City railway 
$21,000,000. The two companies criginally 
demanded $74,000,000 for their present prop- 
erties. 


Terms to Each Company. 

The price allowed the Union Traction com- 
pany is about $400,000 more than the highest 
estimate, inclusive of paving, which the city 
experts placed on the property. Forthe City 
rallway the allowance is about $1,300,000 
less than the eity experts’ maximum fig- 
ures. The Union Traction company was 
given credit for a art of the money it hes 
expended on bridges; tunnels, etc. 

The city and the companies will share the 
met regeipts of the street car business, the 
city receiving 55 per cent of the amount _ 
the companies 45 per cent. 

The companies will be allowed 5 per cent 
brokerage in raising the $40,000,000 required

The companies will proceed at once toa 
thorough reéquipment of street car service, 
the features of which will be new cars, new 
tails, a subway, through routes, universal 
transfers, and minor measures for the im- 
provement of transportation facilities. 

The work of rehabilitation and operation 
wil be supervised by a joint board of engi- 
neers, one of whom the aldermen and trac- 
tion men agreed showld be Bion J. Arnold, 
* the engineer who hae furnished expert in- 
formation on street car questionsto the city 
council during the last ten years. Subse~- 
quently the city and the companies each will 
appoint an engineer to sit on the commis- 
sion.

Status of Shareholders. 

Owners of stock in the north and west side 
underlying companies were apprehensive that 
their holdings will-be made worthless by the 
valuation of the property agreed upon. Fred- 
erick H. Rawson, president of the companies, « 
says, however, this is an error. 

“The holders of the stock need have no 
fears.” he said. “It is true that the valua- 
tion of the property at $29,000,000 is only a 
“ittle more than the bonds of the two com- 
panies, and there would be practically noth- 
ing left for the stockholders if the city should 
purchase the property at this time. 

“ But the valuation of $29,000,000 becomes 
operative only in case the city purcheses for 
municipal operation, and thecity is not going 
to purchase for some time. In fact, we be- 
Heve that the movement for municipal owner- 
ship will have seen its day in this city as 
soon as the people realize that an up to date 
and adequate street car system can be oper- 
ated best by the existing companies. 

“With the city as our partner under the 
ordinance, if it passes, we shall have every 
a@vantage for creating a system of street 
transportation unequaled anywhere. With 
the.city as our partner we shall get fair play. 
For this reason we look forward to a period 
of ‘prosperous operation. Under a fair re- 
organization of the company which will re- 
ceive the ordinance for the north and west 
aide the stock of the’present underlying com- 
panies will have a real earning power.” 


Statement in Figures.

Harlan Speaks for Oourt. 

After this there was a pause, of which John 
M. Harlan took advantage to say a word for 
Judge Grosscup, whom he represents. 

“T only wish to add,” said he, “that itis 
the deep concern of the court that the com- 
pany should receive fair treatment inany set- 
tlement made here. I think that Mr. Gurley’s 
statement of the money the company has 
spent on bridges, where the ordinances are 
still in operation, should be considered seri- 
ously by the committee. It seems to me the 
company is fairly entitled to reimbursement 
for money so spent.” 

Then there was ancther pause, in which it 
became evident that the etreet car men had 
presented their final demands and that it 
was up to the committee to consider what 
terms the city ould offer. On motion of 
Ald. Finn the fF amerre in went into executive 
session and the traction representatives re- 
tired to the adjoining council chamber to 
await the verdict. At thé end of half an hour 
they were recailed. This was shortly before 


Pp. m. 
Fisher Announces Decision. 

The committee decided that the decision 
it had reached tn’executive session should be 
announced by Traction Counsel Fisher, who 
spoke as follows: 

“To bring the entire matter to a conclu- 
sion, tae committee unanimously, with the 
consent of the mayor and with my concur- 
rence as far as my advice goes, will stand for 
a proporition which will aggregate not ‘to 
exceed $50,000,000, in round figures, and 
which wil Trun $21,000,000 to the Chicago City 
Railway company and to the Union Traction 
company $29,000,000, taking into considera- 
tion the different situations of the two com- 

ies. 

“‘ Now; on the question of percentages: On 
the auestion what the companies are to be 
entitled to upon interest, taat is a matter 
upon which there is little or no dispute. The 
S per cent allowance is satisfactory. 


Division of Profits. 

** On -the division of profits, there is a dif- 
ference. As you gentlemen know, themayor 
and his representatives’ have persistently 
stood for the proposition that the city was 
entitled to receive 60 per cent of all net 
profits after you have taken 5 per cent out, as 
interest, and that you snould receive but 40, 
The committee and the mayor are unani- 
mously willing to split the difference between 
the companies and the city upon that propo- 
sition. 

“In other words, they are willing to take 
for their per cent 55 per cent, and allow 45 
per cent for the companies. 

“On the question of brokerage and con- 
struction account they are willing to accept 
Mr. Mitten’s suggestion of 10 per cent con- 
struction profit, and for the present they are 
willing to accept the suggestion of 5 per cent 
brokerage. That is in accordance with the 
best advice the committee has been able to 
get, including the advice of the controller 
of the city. hey are also, however, willing 
to accept Mr Mitten’s suggestion that if 
after full- discussion of this ‘matter before 
the ordinance is reported to the counell there 
should be found any occasion to go into that 
item, we will arrive at it by referring it to 
somebody who wil] decide this, and who is 
competent to do so. 


Committee Splits Difference. 

It was now clear to all that the committee 
had practically lumped the claims of the 
companies, splitting. the difference between 
the estimates of the city experts on the 
south side properties.and allowing the Union 
Traction company about $400,000 more than 
the higher estimate by the city.. The com- 
mittee had disallowed Mr. Gurley’s claim

Settlement Comes Unexpectedly. 
The settlement plans were made during the 
local transportation commiitee’s meeting. 
General. Cothsel Gurley for the Union Trac- 
tlen and President Mitten of the City raii- 
way made earnest pleas for the terms which 
they originally asked of the city. Then the 
aldermen went into secret session for half 


an hour at the close’ of which the street, car | 


men were recalled and Traction Counsel WAl- 
ter L. Fisher stated the terms of the com- 
promise which the committee was willing 
to accept. 

Both Mr: Gurley and Mr:'Mitten said that 
they wished.to submit the- terms to the in-

mated that an acceptance would be forth- 
coming. They told the committee that as 
soon as the ordinance is put tn the final 
shape to be reported to the council they 
wil] state formally whether they will accept 
‘the terms. 

‘ Mayor Pleased at Compromise. 

Mayor Dunne and the members of the com- 
mittee without exception hailed the com- 
Promise as the settlement of the traction 
question. The mayor said that if any di- 
vision of sentiment in the community as to 
» the wisdom of.the settlement should develop 
he will adwocate the submission of the ordi- 
. Manees. to a referendum under the public 
policy act.

Union Traction’s Bridge Claim. 

Boon after the session opened Attorney 
Gurley submitted the principal claims of the 
Union Traction company for a higher valua- 
tion of property than alllowed by the city 
experts. 

“I think: we should be allowed something 
for the money we have spent on city bridges, 
tunnels; etc.,”” he said. ‘‘ There is the Taylor 
street bridge, on which we spent $100,000, 
and the Division street bridge, to which we 
contributed $128,221. The city built this 
bridge and had to tear it down, and we stood 
half the cost of the new one. Then there's 
the Lake etreet bridge, which cost us $69,148. 
and the Dearborn street bridge, $130,000, and 
the Welle and Clark street bridges, together 
$415,000. The land damages at Dearborn 
etreet cost us $34,139."’ 

The attorney said that he would not press 
the claim to $64,128 on the Adame street 
bridge, inasmuch @& the company's right to 
the structure has expired. For the same 

_ reason he excepted the $46,009 for the Wash- 
ington street pier, and he withdrew the claim 
fr $117,789 for the Washington street tun- 
eel. 

“With these items out,”’ continued the at- 
torney, “we believe we should be allowed 
$886,510 for what we have spent on the

Merit in Claim for Bridges. 

The traction attorney admitted there was 
considerable merit in the claim for bridges 
and that he had so :'dvised the committee. 

‘* There is a difference,’’ he said, “ between 
the City railway company and the Union 
Traction company, because ofithe fact that 
the City’ railway hae no tunnels or bridges 
in its system; and I frankly stated, and 
have advised the committee that an equita- 


ble consideration should be allowed the 


| Union Traction company on account of such 


of these tunnels and bridges now in exist- 
| ence to which they have contributed, and 
| particuJarly under the circumstances de- 
tailed here by Mr. ‘Gurley. 

‘With regard to.others and to some of 
those mentioned, the fact is that they were 
something in the nature of compensation to 
the city for privileges granted.”’ 


Question of Paving. 

In regard to the paving claims the commit- 
tee’s spokesman sald: 

“It is entireiy a matter.of equitable ad- 
justment as between the companies and the 
city as to what, if any, allowange should 
be made on that account. And that, in my 
estimation, was what the engineers intended 
when they said in their report that if any 
allowance was to be made on account of 
paving it should be a matter for this commit- 
tee to decide. . 

“ Now, the companies have, at various 
times, treated the matter of pavement as 
compensation. When it was charged that 
they were only paying a small license fee 
they pointed to the fact that they were re- 
quired to pave the streets. 

*“ When they put in their property for taxa- 
tion they have at times insisted that the pave- 
ment should not be considered as a part of 
their taxable property. So the question there 
is a matter, largely a matter of equitable 
adjustment.”’ 

One Final Condition. 

Mr. Fisher then said. that. the committee 
had only one final condition to impose, and 
that was in regard to the board of three engi- 
neers under which the rehabilitation will be 
carried out. 

“ The city,”’ he said, “ is vitally concerned 
as to who is to be the third engineer in the 
ordinance. When we are starting out we at 
least want to know under whose auspices 
this thing is to be conducted. During ah 
these negotiations we have had one particu- 
lar man advising the city in all these mat- 
ters, and the city attaches as a condition, or 
makes this suggestion or condition, that there 
is an acceptance of Bion J. Arnold as third 
engineer under this arrangement.” 

While Mr. Fisher was speaking a memoran- 
dum. was handed to. him by the telephone 
operator in the committee room. He read it 
hastily and went on with his speech under 
evident gteat stress of emotion. Hurriedly 
bringing his remarks to a close he begged to 
be excused, as his presence was needed at 
his home. The memoradum contained the 
news of a fatal accident to his youngest boy.

When the traction counsel had gone Mayor 
Dunne turned to the street car men and said: 

“ What do you gentlemen say to this prop- 
osition? Do you want to take any time on

Ald. Frank I. Bennett, chairman of the 
finance committee, said: 1 

“It is gratifying to have the settlement of 
the traction question reach the point which 
has now been gained. Apparently, at least; 
we have made great progress, and I certainly 
hope to see it consummated to a speedy set- 
tlement along with immediate improvement 
of the service.” | 

Ald. Winfield P. Dunn, chairman of the 
license committee and one of the republican 
leaders in the house, said he thought the goal 
of good service was close at hand. 

“The ordinance is a good one,” he said. 
“We dqn't pay any more for the properties 
than our own experts sald'!they were worth. 
We-get the biggest bite of the net profits for 
cempensation. We are promised good trans- 
portation. service—something for which we 
have been struggling for years. If the com- 
panies are reluctant about. complying with 
any. provision of the ordinance wé have means 
for bringing them tq time. Altogether I am 
pleased with it and hop@to see it go through 
without further delay.” 


Ald. Dever Weighs His Wards. 
Ald.. Dever of the Seventeenth ward, who 
has been “‘ mentioned ”’ for the democratic 
nomination for mayor in the event that 
Dunne cannot get it, measured his words 
with some care. 

“I am gied,”’ he saide."‘ that the more-dit- 
ficult and important provisions of a proper 
ordinance. have been agreed upon by the 
companiés and the city. It will be possible 
néw, if the ordinance becomes a law, for the 
city to take possession and operate the lines 
the moment it is financially able todoso. In 
‘the meantime the companies are required to 
begin the work of rehabilitation and to con- 
tinue it as rapidly as possible under the direc- 
tion Of the board of engineers until it is 
complete or until the city takes over the 
property. 

“The valuations which the city agrees to 
pay in case it should take over the properties 
are the valuations fixed by the city’s en- 
gineers. On the whole, I think the people are 
to be congratulated on the prospect of an 
early settlement of the traction question. 

“The ordinance is not exactly what I 
hope it will be when completed. I want to: 
see more liberal provisions for through 
routes for the northwest side.”’ 

Expects a Speedy Settlement. 

“I pee no reason why a settlement of the 
traction question should not be completed and 
rehabilitation of the lines commenced with- 
in a few weeks,"' said Ald. Milton J. Fere- 
man. ‘“‘ The City railway ordinance is prac- 
tically complete and the Union Traction or- 
dinance is in about the same shape, except 
for the bridge and tunnel ‘features, which 
have still to be agteed upon.”’ 

“I Hike the ordinance for the opportunity 
it gives us for the municipal ownership of 
these lines,” said Ald. Nicholas R. Finn. 
“Along with that will go good service, and 
excellent control of the situation by the 
municipal authorities. It is a mighty good 
ordinance in every respect.” 

Ald. Michael Zimmer said: 

“ This is a decided victory for the city, not 
only in the price reached, but in giving the 
city the right to purchase on six months’ 
notice twice a year, in giving. the city the 
right to organize a contract company to take 
over the companies and also on the point of 
service. 

“In short, it ie the best proposition that 
has ever been presented to the city of Chi- 
cago. I look for improved street car service 
in the near future.” 


Judge Grosscup Hears the News. 

Judge Grosecup, who Is spending the holi- 
day season in Cincinnati, was informed of 
the settlement in a telegram from Tug Tris- 
UNE. He replied: . 

“I have been in touch with all the nego- 
tiations and am hopeful that we have aft 
last come to a place where a settlement of 
the traction situation on terms just to ail 
the parties interested can be speedily ef- 
fected. 

“No other single event that I can. think 
of would give to Chicago so quick and hope- 
ful a lift forward.” 

James H. DWckels, receiver for the Union 
| Traction company, gave a sigh of relief 
when he heard the news. 

“I am gratified to find that both sides have 
got together,’ hesaid. ‘ I don’t imagine that 
either is wholly satisfied with the ordinance, 
but the situation should be met in a spirit of 
compromise. With the traction question 
settled we shall have some time to devote 
to other needs. A greater Chicago should 
grow out of this work.” 


him to be such an engineer as is fair to all 
interests. 

*“*-Now in the matter of values, of course 
we accept the percentages, except as to the 
percentage of net receipts. In the matter of 
values and the percentage on net receipts I 
should ask time to confer with our prir- 
cipals. As far as I am concerned, I can 
agree to answer definitely as soon ape the 
committee again meets and the remaining 
séctions in the ordinance proper are finally 
decided on.” 


Formal Reply to Committee. 


The mayor pressed the traction men to 
set a date when a definite forma] reply to 
the city’s terms might be expected, and Mr. 
Mitten, speaking for all interests, said: 

“ When we are dtaling as close as you are 
forcing us to deal—because I must confess to. 
a feeling of disappointment that the figures 
are not greater—when, I say, you are making 
us. deal so closely, it is necessary for me to 
submit. the concrete proposition, that my 
people may understand the conditions under 
Which they must operate the road, exactly. 
We will give you a reply just as quickly.as 
the committee meets.”’ 

Then Chairman Werno asked if the com- 
panies could answer by tomorrow and Mr. 
Gurley replied: ’ 

“No, no. We will be prepared after having 
had a conference with dur people. We will 
be prepared as soon as you shall say ‘ Thisis 
the way the ordinance is,’ “ this is the way 
we are going ‘o recommendit.” Then we will 
tell you if we will accept it, tell you if it 
goes, or we will tell you why it cannot go.” 

It was therefore decided that the committee 
should reconvene at the call of the chairman 
and consider the remaining minor provisions 
of the ordinance which have not been 
thrashed out. Among these poifits are the 
disposition of the capital stock tax and the 
clause governing tre,forfeiture of the fran- 
chise ordinances in case the companies Jo 
not live up to their agreements. When the 
ordinance is reprinted in the final state in 
which it will go to the council the com- 
panies will give their formal answer to the 
city’s’ conditions. 


Everything Points to Settlement. 

Theugh the statements of the traction men 
in the committee were guarded, it was the 
general understanding that the terms had 
been accepted by the gompanies. It was 
known that the traction representatives were 
empowered to reject any termes which they 
thought impossible, and this they did not do. 
It is also known that the financiers whe will 
furnish the money for a rehabilitation of the 
lines rely on the advice of their representa- 
tives before the committee. Before they left 
the committee room both Mr. Gurley and Mr. 
Mitten; gave out interviews in which they 
discussed the question as practically settled. 


Gurley and Mitten on Result. 

‘‘'The outlook for a complete agreement is 
extremely favorable,”’ said Genera! Counsel 
Gurley of the Union Traction company. 
“ There are a few minor points t6 be settled, 
and until then no absolute’prediction of the 
outcome can be made. But a basis of agree- 
ment has been reached, and that is a good 
deal. I shall recommend to my clients that 
the valuations of the property and the per- 
centages agreed upon tentatively today be 
accepted.” 

President Mitten of City reilway would 
not admit in so many words his acceptance 
of the setthement, but neither did he rejeot it. 

‘‘l am disappointed that the committee did 
not see fit to recognize our claime to a higher 
valuation of the property,” hesaid. “Iam 
disappointed in the division of the net re- 
celpts, as I believe that 50 per cent each would 
have been fair and reasonable. I shall have 
to submit the terms to my people before I can 
give a formal answer.”’ 


Highroad to M. 0., Says Mayor. 

“The result of the day’s work in the com- 
mittee speaks for itself,’’ said Mayor Dunne.

Death to Sympathetic Strikes. 

On the outcome of the trial will depend the 
future of the “ sympathetic ” strike in Ili- 
nois. This is the opinion of Assistant State's 
Attorney George W. Miller, who yesterday 
characterized the case as the most important 
since the anarchists’ trial. 

All the evidence now being inroduced by 
the state is directed, according to Mr. Miller, 
towards the establishment of proof that the 
teamsters went urely in sympathy with 
the garment workers, and that they had no 
grievance whatever against the firm of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co. or other business con- 
cerns af ard involved. 

‘“ That is why we have introduced the com- 
plete verbatim reports of the conferences 
between labor leaders and the employers at 
the Wellington and Grand Pacific hotels,” 
said the assistaht state's attorney. * State- 
ments were made by Shea in these meetings 
admitting the strike to have been * sympa- 
thetic.’ We propose to show that a ‘ sym- 
pathetic’ strike in itself is a conspiracy and 
- therefore a punishable offense.”’ 


Says Point Is Vital. | 

Mr. Miller said he did not wish to decry th 
importance of the “ slugging "’ evidence in 
the Shea case, but declared the state wishes 
mainly to test the legality of the “ sympa- 
thetic "' strike. The farreaching effects of a 
conviction of the labor defendants on this 


ground, he said. may be conjectured when it 


is known that about 30 per cent of the strikes 
in Illinois fn 1906 were ** sympathetic.” : 

Thus far the only ruling of'a high tribunal 
on such strikes has been made by the Su- 
premie court of Massachusetts, he said, which 
has declared the “ sympathetic ’” walkout to 
constitute an “ unlawful "’ act. , 

The main testimony presented in the four- 
teenth days’ session of the trial was largely 
in support of Mr. Miller’s theory. Stenog- 
rapher Abbott, who the report of the 
Grand Pacific hotel conference between the 
labor men and the commercial association of 
wholesale grocers, was on the stand for two 
hours in the morning reading his notes. It 
is expected most of tomorrow morning's ses- 
sion will be taken up with this matter.

The wording of the ordinance is said to be 
ambiguous, particular stress being placed 
on the use of the word “ exterior " in the first 
paragraph. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
city’s track elevation expert has not been 
called on for advice. His recommendation 
is said to be necessary. 

Objection is made to the absence of defi- 
nite terms of compensation to the city for 
land to be vacated. 

The lack of an opinion on the ordinance 
by the city’s legal department is emphasized. 

The appointment of a special committees 
to deal with the matter is urged in the fol 
lowing language: 

“Inasmuch as better local and long dis- 
tance transportation is the sole purpose of 
the proposed improvements, it seems’ ob- 
vious that the merits of those improvements 
should receive committee consideration, 
aided by proper expeft adwice. The only #%- 
isting council. comaittee whict. could appro- 
priately consider these aspects of the ordi- 
nance is the committee on local transporta- 
tion. This committee is, however, engrossed 
in the street car question. We belleve, there. 
fore, that this ordinance should go before 
a carefully chosen special committee of the 
council, and that this committee should have 
the assistance of proper expert advice.”’

At the close of yesterday afternoon's ses- 
gion of the charter convention the radically 
and the conservatively inclined delegates 
clinched on the subject of the referendum and 
were on the mat with it for nearly an hour. 

When exhaustion and the Jateness_of the 


hour separated the contestants the question | 


had-been only partially deeided, and the con- 
servatives wére on top. 

The “ radical” proposition Was to enablea 
referendum to be had on a franchise fetes 
rights-in the’ streets on application of 1 
cent of the voters—or in reund numbers abomt - 
50.000 ie 


The “‘congervative’’ proposition was te’ 
require 25 per cent, or about 90,000 signatures. 
In energy expended and in parliamentary 
tactics pursued the convention gave indica- 
tions of Warming up for thé star events which 
are scheduled for this week—the discussion 
of educational, revenue, and suffrage propost- 
tions. Part of the referendum clause came 
to a vote, and the proposal for 15 per cent was 
defeated by 21 to 20. 


Vote to Increase City’s Power. 


In acdition to *this action the. convention 
@ecided: 

That-the- managcment of tiarithe 1 Stictat’ 
parke, boulevards, and of any outbelt parks 
which may ibe established shall be in the 
hands of nine park commissioners appointed 
by the mayor, three from tach division of the 
city, for a term of three. years... 

That the library board shall congist of | 
nine members, with Powers as possessecd un- 
der the present laws and swith authority to 
ettablich brarch librarics and reading rooms, 
#ubject to the approval of the city council. 

That the city, in addition to powers now 
possessed, stall have authority to maintain 


almshouscs, free lodging hquses, free em- } 


ployment bureaus, créches for babies, train- 
ing schools for dependent and indigent chi!- 
dren, and authority to contract with the 
county for the care of indigent persons and 
prisoners. 

That it shal) be unlewfukfor-any city. offi- 
clal or employé to request or accept favors 
or passes from corporations holdirg city 
franchises, except that this shall not pre- 
vent the free transportation of policemen 
and firemen. 


Try in Vain to Avert Clach. 


The referendum section came up in spite of 
the wishes of its friends to have action de- 
ferred. As the first step the’conyention dis- 
carded that portion which provided for tiie 
initiative in local legislation and the portion 
which made a general application of the 
referendum. 

These eliminations, Were accepted by -the 
friends of the proposition, Touis Post not 
being present, and the argument came on the 
terms of the proposal! a‘towing a referendum 
on street franchises, tais being the only 
class left within the operation of the clause. 

The committee had reported without filling 
fn the bianks *to indicate how mary days 
an ordinance should lie after passage before 
becoming a law..and hew large a percentage 
would be required for submission. 

Walter Beebe offered a resolution fixing the 
period at thirty days and the percentage at 
twenty-five. Ald. Werno offered a substi- 
tute fixing the percentage at ten. As a Gom- 
promise between these two proposals fifteen 
pores was offered, and the contest came. 
on it. 

Conservatives Press Advantage. 

Several motions to adjourn and to defer 
action were defeated, and the friends of the 
proposition raised the question of a quorum 
in efforts to secure adjournment. The “ con- 
gervatives ” refuted to let go their hold and 
ineisted on a vote. 

. Arguments were .made to show that.the 
referendum had been abused in Chicago and 
that the temptation to’: abuse jit would be 
Increased by fixing the required percentage 
sufficierttiy: low to make it possible for a 
@iscontented element in the community to 
delay every.franchise ordinance by requiring 
it to be submitted to the voters. 

: Against these stateménts the friends of the 
proposal declared that a high percentage 
practically prohibited any referendum action 
because Of the expgnse and labor required 
to secure 9,000 sigraftres to a petition for 
submission. 


Warns-Delegates of. Battle. . 

Finally Ald. Snow moved the previcus ques- 
tion, and, provoked, the real storm,, Chair- 
maa.Foreman did.not recognize the motion 
and for, that reason debate ‘did hot suffer. 
On the contrary it was improved by the ap- 
parent desire of the conservatives to stop it. 

“JT dont want these gentlemen to lay the 
eomforting unction to their souls that by 
stopping free @fecuesion .of- this question | 
they. will settie it’ said Joseph O'Donnell. 
“I tell-you this ie the most impertant feat- 
ure in the charter, and it is one on which the 
people are aroused. I tell you, Mr. Snow, that 
if by your tactics you make a teferendum 
impossibie. your charter is dedd. The refer- 
endum is being fought by the -public utility 
corporations which have robbed the city.’’ 

Snow. insisted on his motion, but Mr. Fore- 
‘mah ‘dedlined to recognize it, and Prof. Mer- 
fiam’ got the floor to advise the convention 
to proceed siow!ly to its decision. 


Merriam Urges Caution. 

“ Wevalready have -eliminated the initia- 
tive and have -restricted the re ferendum to 
etrect franchises,"’.he said. *‘ Now that we 
have done this, We should try to give fair 
play ‘to‘the provision as we afe applying it. 
Fifteen per cent’ will rejiiire 50,000 voters 
and. that -should be sufficient’ for the sub- 
mission .of a franchise grant.’’+). ¢ “o> 

On roll call the convention stood 21 to 20 
against the 15 per cent requirement and ad- 
journed without deciding what the percent- 
Lessing Rosenthal at the 
meeting. tomorrow afternoon, When consid- 
eration of the provision will be continued, 
will: offer: a resolution that.{t be 20 per cent 
and Ald. Snow has said that this will be gat- 
isfactory.

Party Circles May Be Retained. 

Some proposifions which will make fron. 
ble if Included in the final draft of the bill 
an@ to which the convention is committed 
at present may be reconsidered and elimi- 
nated when the steering committee reports 
back the measure for final adoption, after 
the present sessions of the delegate body 
have thrashed out all the debatable issues. 

It is by no means certain thig such elimi- | 
nations will be made, but’'the vote by which | 
such sections as that eliminating the party 
column and circle were adopted was close 
and reconsideration may be forced. 

This proposition, while {t ‘has-caused the 
most uproar up to the present time, is not 
the most embarrassing political action the 
convention has taken. ..The. demand. for di- 
rect’primaries in the city and the proposi- 
tlen to redistrict the city into or eal 
are fully as outer. 

To redistrict ge | 
would be to 
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ty ’ primaries, and almost inevitably require 
convention nominations. 

There is in the legislature a sentiment, 
partly sincere and partly Insincere, for di- 
rect plurality nominations for state and couh- 
ty officials. This sentiment had its effect 
on the framing of the primary law, although 
it did not succeed to the full extent desired 
by the sincere advocates of it. 


Thinks Scheme Impracticable. 

Gov. Deneen@elieves no good results would 
follow an attempt to nominate ten city com- 
missioners to the county board. “The same 
objection operates ‘In his mird against all 
jofficials who are to be nominated in bunches 
and who represent big ‘sectiors of territory. 
The big unit and the small office are outside 
the successful workings of direct primaries, 
he believes, even tf the systemican be worked 
successfully for big offices such as mayor or 
governor. 

The downstate members who want direet 
primaries for: thelr own éouhths and-for the 
state are certain to take up thit Gricago 
demand for it and ure it as an argument to 
gecure what they want in amending the pres- 
ent state law. 

There is always a disposi! ton to magnify 
the difficulties of legislation in the perspec- 
tive. buf on some of these propositions it is 
apparent that the difficulties will be real and 
not fictitious. 


Opposed to Sunday Saloons. 

The personnel of the charter convention 
does not bolster up any hopes of the United 
Societies that a provision will be inserted 
for the local handling of Sunday’ closing of 
saloons. “The.convention already has taken 
action opposed to the proposition and may 
stick by this action. -In such case the United 
Societies have threatened to oppose the legis- 
lation at Springfield: Thig will send one 
lobby down which will. become further 
agitated over the local option bill. 

The convention is not likely to adopt edu 
cafidnal provisions which will satisfy the 
teachers’ federation and the radical members 
of» the board of education,” The former 
through its affiliations with the federation of 
labor, may be expected to send down another 
lobby against the bill. The same.lobby is 
likely to take exception to the revenue sec- 
tions which the convention is likely to adopt. 

Chicago will present again. the spectac!e of 
a‘house diyided against itself—a@ thing which 
the preliminary, discussion of charter ques- 
tions by the charter convention Was intended 
to prevent. 

Add. to this the fundamental objection 
which is certain to arise In the legislature 
against divesting itself of general legislative 
powers to be handed over to the city council 
and it is apparent that charter legislation 
will not. travel an easy road to enactment.

Seized, Choked, and Robbed.

$300,000 Ccst of Campaign. 

These have been largé, notwithstanding 
the wealth of volunteer service. The cash 
outlay by Dec. 18 will have reached fully 
$300,000, though at the outset it was -eati- 
mated that the expense of the campaign 
would not exceed $125,000, or at the most 
$150,000. 

For instance, every time the policy holders 
have been circularized special circulars have 
been printed in French, German, Russian, 
Swedish, Dutch, Spanish, Italian, Turkish, 
Danish, and Hungarian. This work has re- 
quired the services of several corps of trans- 
lators. 

The greatest outlay has been for postage 
stamps. Every American and Canedian pol- 
icy holder in both companies has been cir- 
cularized four times and every foreign policy 
holder three times. 

The first batch of American and Canadian 
circulars, for postage, printing, and station- 
ery, cost $43,800: the second, $39,400; the 
third, $36,000; and the fourth, $31,000; a total 
of $150,200. This did not include the clerical 
hire, office rent, or other minor expenses. The 
three batches of circulars sent the foreign 
policy holders cost $56,000.

CITY EMPLOYE ARRESTED BY 
MISTAKE FOR FAKE INSPECTOR. 


Engineer of Building Department 
While on Duty Department 
Store Is Seized and Taken to Sta- 
tien Without Being Permitted to 
Identify Himselt—Release Prompt- 
ly Ordered by Capt. Gibbous After 
Facts Are Told te Him by Phene. 


Henry W.. Cordell, 142 Willow street, en- 
gineer of the city building department, was 
arrested yesterday afternoon by two police- 
men from the West North avente station 
while he. was attempting to, cogyincé mém- 
bers of the firm’ of Wieboldt & Co., 931 Mii- 
waukee avenue, that he had discovered sev- 
eral violations of the building ordinance in 
their department store. 

The polfcemen took him from the store to 
the police siation without giving him a 
chance to identify himeelf. At the station 
he telephoned to Capt. Gibbons of the Cen- 
tral] station, who ordered his release. 

Cordell had been sent to the building by 
Deputy Building Inspector Hughes to in- 
spect the fire escapes and other parts of the 
building which had beer reported to Build- 
ing Commissioner Bartzen as not being in 
accordance with the department's rules. 


Finds Violations of Law. 

He presented his card to W. A. Wieboldt 
and asked that some member of the firm or 
an employé@ be sent with him through the 
bullding so that if any violations existed he 
could point them out. : 

This request was refused, Cordel! said, but 
he was allowed to make his inspection.’ He 
found passageways leading to the fire es- 
capes on each floor were blocked with boxes 
of goods. In case of a fire, Cordell) said, 
persons would be unable to leave the bullé 
mg by way of the escapes. He notedalso the 
absence of hand fire extinguishers and that 
wooden gates were placed at the doors of the 
fire escapes, instead of the regulation iron 


doors. 
Called “Fake” by Policemen. 

After he had fAnighed his inspection he 
went to the private office of W. A. Wieboldt 
to explain the defects he had found. While 
he was talking’ he was seized by Policemen 
McCormick and Maloy.

DR. LEWIN TELLS OF RUSSIA. 


Exiled Member of First Duma Says but 
Little of Real Trouble Reaches 
America. 


Dr. Shmar Yahu Lewin, a Jewish member 
of the Russian duma, who signed the Viborg 
manifesto. told of the conditions of the Jews 
in Russia at the Standard club last night 
before one of the most representative Jewish 
gatherings ever held in Chicago. 

Dr. Lewin wus the guest at a dinner given 
by the B’nai B'rith central council. Ra bbi 
Emil G. Hirsch of Sinai temple welcomed 
him to Chicago and praised him for signing 
the manifesto in Finfand. 

Adolf Kraus introduced Dr. Lewin, who 
spoke in both German and Jewish. He said 
in part: 

“Here in America you are peaceable at 
least, but in Russia it is hard to find one quiet 
spot. We can’t enjoy life. You in America 
don’t know anything about the conditions. 
They take everything away from the Jews in, 
Russia. In three years they have taken from, 
us 200,000,000 rubles or $40,000,000. They 
never give the Jew a chance to earn a living. 
There are 6,000,000 Jewish boys barred from 
the schools, 

“The politiciang who want to rule ate the 
cause of the whole disturbance. If the Jews 
haé legal and religious rights the oppression 
would be tolerable. 

“ The czar wants the Jews to ask for free- 
dom as beggars, but the Jews do not want 
freedom in this way. They offer us goM to 
deny our religion, but there is not gold enough 
in the empire to make ve do that. The only 
way to get relief from our condition {a or- 


ganization.”

“I heave observed in the papers that an 
emissary of the Congo Reform association 
made a personal attack on me for my atti- 
tude in defending King Leopold's Congo ad- 
ministration against these unjustifiable at- 
tacks, and I feel grateful to the gentlemen 
who were good enough on that occasion to 
get up and defend me. I note, however, that 
even my defenders excused meon the ground 
of my ignorance of the question. My post- 
tion in the mhatter always hae been clear, as 
I have naturally means of keeping in close 
touch with the situation through our mis- 
sionaries who are on the spot.

‘PARIS, Dec. 15.—Dispatches recetved up to 
a late hour tonight from the provinces show 
the church situation to be everywhere about 
the same.

Discovery Made by Watching Poi- 
soned Simians That Temblekan 
Is Antidote for Strychnine. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 15.—The Dutch co- 
lonial papers report @ remarkable case of 
animal instinct. The people of the village of 
Negowo, in the Javanese province of Sala- 
tiga, suffered by the ravages of an immense 
horde of gray monkeys which destroyed the 
plantations. 
_. The Dutch subgovernor recommended that 
they try strychnine, and the favorite fruits of 
the monkeys accordingly were collected in 
quantities, heavily dosed with strychnine, 
and deposited in a wood. 
. The monkeys ate freely end many were 
Violently ill, but none died. It was then dis- 
covered that the monkeys, when they felt 
the effects of the poison. went in. search of 
end ate temblekan leaves, a certain weed 
which grows profusely in the archipelago.

to seek the weed themselves had it brought 
to them by theirless suffering fellows,

DOUBASSOFF ESCAPES RAIN OF 
TERRORIST BOMBS AND SHOT. 


Former Governor of Moscow Attacked 
by Three Men While Walking in 
Tauride Garden, but Is Uninjured.

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 15.—Admiral 
Doubasesoff, former governor of Moscow, was 
the object today of a desperate attempt at 
assassination, in which he received slight in- 
juries. 

Three men, believed to be terrorists, par- 
ticipated in the attack, which took place 
while the admiral was walking along a 
secluded path of the Tauride garden, in which 
the lowér house of parliament is situated. A 
young man, dressed as a* workman, ap- 

and fired seven shots from a re- 
volver, but missed, owing to his nervousness. 
The terrorist turned and ran, with the ad- 
miral ia pursuit. 

Seeing that his capture was imminent, 
Doubassoff's assailant turned, drew a bomb 
from his pocket, and hurled it at his pursuer. 
Doubassoff wag thrown to the ground by the 
force of the explosion. At that moment a 
watchman ran up and seized the terrorist. 

As the admiral was rising from the ground a 
second terrorist appeared and threw a bomb 
at him, which passed over his head and did 
not explode. The second terrerist then fired 
three shots from a revolver at the admiral, 
but missed him. 

Doubassoff threw himself upon the ter- 
rorist, disarmed and held him until he was 
seized by the police. The twoterrorists were 
taken to the nearest police station. A third 
succeeded in escaping.

CITY CHAMPIONSHIP. 


Tournament Will Begin on Saturday 
and Continue Until Jan. 8—Fina) 
Count Shows Entry of 124 Five 
Men Teams, 282 Doubles, and 518 
Singles—First Prize in the Team 
Event Will Be $550-—-Schedule 
Is Out. 


Officials of the Chicago Bowling associa- 
tion late last night virtually decided to ex- 
tend the time of holding the city champion- 
ships another two days, making the start 
next Saturday, Dec. 22, as originally 
Planned, continuing until Jan 8 a 
Tuesday, omitting Dec. 24 and 26.

The rest 
are two of $25, one $20, three $18, four $15, 
three $12, five $10, three $5, with $10 for high 
single game, a total of $450. Hight gold 
medals for the men on the championship 
teams will be awarded becides a special medal 
donated by Ollie Leonard for the high average 
man in all events.

The trouble in the east appears to be apathy 
on the part of the New York bowlers. When 
the split between the east and west took 
place at Louisville, New York. wired the 
Philadelphia delegates that all they had to 
Go was to get up a rival tournamentand New 
York would. send enough entries to fill up 
all three events. Now the time has come 
to produce, the big city is backing up, and 
the best efforts of the organizers in that city 
have failed to get tomether more than five 
or six clubs into a New York association.

AMERICAN ARTISTS IN PARIS 
SPLIT AS TO DUTY ONPICTURES 


Some Want Low Duty to Keep Out Cheap 
Daubs, Others Favor Free Entry and 
Letting Public Become Educated.

PARIS, Dec. 15.—The secretary of the 


| American Free Art league of Boston, which 


advocates the free entry of works of art into 
the United States, wrote some time ago to 


ing it to promulgate an American free art 
movement among American artists living in 
Europe. A committee, in pursuance of the 
request, has been making an effort to ob- 
tain signatures to a petition which the 
league intends to present to congress. 

No official report has been made by the 
committee, but it is known that no signa- 
tures have been obtained. The artists talk 
in favor of free art in the United States, but 
they refuse to sign. It may be that the art- 
ists are not sure the leaguwe is free from pol- 


itics. 

Another point on which light is wanted is 
the dietinction between commercial art and 
fine art. One artist said: 

“ The petition to congress should be precise 
in this matter. Petitions have been préesent- 
ed already to the senate, but they contained 
no differentiation aa to commercial art, so 
failed to secure due conelderation.” 

The Paris society as a body does not refuse 
to sign the petition, but individually some 
members favor a low specific duty which 
might have the effect of preventing the im- 
portation into the United States of “ artistic 
trash.”” One artist suggests that a duty be 
imposed of $100. That would keep out really 
bad pictures and present no obstruction to 
good ones. 

The main argument against the free admis- 
sion of works of art is that much bad art will 
be poured in if the duty ie removed. It is 
aseerted that many dealers In Europe who 
have on hand big stocks of cheap pictures 
are waiting only for the moment when art 
will have free entry. Then they will flood 
the American market with poor specimens 
of art. 

A majority of the artiste in Paris consider 
that thie would be detrimental, but others 
are disposed to say “ let ‘em all come.” 

Henry Huddell favors a low specific rate. 
Henry Tanner favoge absotutely free entry. 
He says: .“‘ Persone don't buy what they 
don’t want.” 


Lionel Walden says: 
“ As for protection, we don’t need it. Even 


if all works of art are let In free I cannot see 
how any harm can be done. 

“ &A man who does not know much about 
art may buy at first only’a simple sketch, 
but later he will buy a picture. The morehe 
buys the better he buys. 

“TY say let all pictures, good and bad, go in 
tree.”

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DISPLAY BY PARIS ARTISTS 
IS CONFINED TO SKETCHES. 


Many Works Bringing Out Favorable 
Mention Seen at Winter Exhibition of 
American Association.

PARIS, Dec. 15.~—The winter exhibition of 

the American Art association, 74 Rue Notre 
Dame des Champs, now being held, is con- 
fined to sketches, no finished pictures being 
admitted. Nevertheless an attractive collec- 
tion is on view'at the clubs. The member- 
ship includes many studénts, but several 
artists of reputation. The display accord- 
ingly is diversified and excellent as to the 
average quality of landscapes. 

Marines predominate... London being a sea- 
port, Lionel Waldeh's “ Impressions of the 
Thames" may be included among the ma- 
rines. There are six of these studies, in each 
of which the London atmosphere is treated 
naturally, consequently with effect. Walden 
sends ‘‘ Impressions of Other Climes.’’ One 
of these studies shows nothing more than 
two boats and the sea at Capri, but they are 
charming in high light and color. 

Mulhaupt in “‘ The Harbor of St. Yves” 
shows he has not lost his strong touch. The 
play of the fading light on the sails gives 
him an opportunity of displaying warm but 
subdued tints, which he favors. The “En- 
tree du Port,” by McKillop, depicts rocks 
laved by the greem sen. F. Wool sends ‘‘ The 
River Mersey,’’ perhaps an ambitious title 
for a sketch which is none the less efiective. 
G. Varian has several examples of his work 
~—'* Fishing Boats Seen from the Cliff,” also 
“ Afternoon ’’ and “ Moonlight at Etaples.” 

P. Stanlaws, better known as an illustrator, 
reveals himself as a painter of merit, showing 
several small works denoting versatility in 
the subject. They range from a Paris street 
to a Breton interior. W. H. Clapp is a color- 
ist and proves it sufficiently in two groups 
from sketches, each rich. Coloring is also the 
dominant note of “‘ Old Garden,’’ by A. Biesel, 
who also has painted the oid church at Ville- 
meux.

Terms of the Union. 

The Scotch house of parliament and the 
Scotch privy council were abolished, and 
Scotland received forty-five seats in the 
English house of commons, and sixteen seats 
in the house of lords, to which her repre- 
sentatives were to be elected at the begin- 
ning of each parliament by the Scotch peers 
assembled for the purpose at Holyrood pal- 
ace, in obedience to a summons from the 
crown. The national debt and taxation 
were adjusted by the imposition in Scot- 
land of a moderate share of the land tax, by 
the extension to Scotland of a part of the 
responsibility for the national debt of mng- 
land, which in those days amounted to §8U,- 
000,000, and by the adoption of a uniform 
rate of customs and excise duties for both 
kingdoms. But the principal point was the 
removal of all trade restrictions between the 
two Kingdoms, the inauguration of free com- 
mercial intercourse between Scotland and a 
country such’ as England, in which weaith 
was much more widespread, and the ad- 
mission of Scotland to the same advantages 
and privileges as those enjoyed by England 
in trade with foreign countries. 

After an agreement based on these lines 
had been reached by the commissioners, the 
convention was submitted to the Scotch and 
English pariiaments. In Scotland the ma- 
jority in favor was 41, the votes being 110 
for, and 69 against the ratification of the 
treaty. At Westminster the opposition was 
considerably smaller, and on March 6, 1707, 
the act of union between Scotland and —ng- 
land received the royal sanction and the 
signature of Queen Anne. 


Some Scotch Institutions Remain. 

Since then the representation of Scotland 
in the house of commons has been gradually 
increased from 45 to 72 members, Scot- 
land, as I mentioned above, was left at the 
union in the enjoyment of her separate sys- 
tem of laws and legal administration. -~ut 
the laws of England and Scotlana have 
been in many respects assimilated, the crim- 
inal law of the two countries being almost 
identical, although the methods of procedure 
The court 
of session, as the supreme court in civil 
cases is called in Scotland, dates from 1582, 
and was formed on the model of the parlia- 
ment of Paris, and is held at Edinburgh. 

It consists of thirteen judges, acting as 
an inner and an outer house. The inner 
house has two divisions, with four judges 
each, the first being presided over by the 
lord president of the whole court, and the 
second by the lord justice clerk. In the 
outer house five judges, called lords ordinary, 
git in separate courts. Appeals may be maue 
from the lords ordinary to either of the 
divisions of the inner house, and, if the occa- 
sion demands, the opinion of all the judges 
of the court of session may be called. Ap- 
peals may also be made from the court of 
session to the house of lords at Westminster. 
The lord justice general (lord president), the 
lord justice clerk, and five other judges form 
the High Court of Justiciary, instituted in 
1672 for criminal cases, which sits at Edin- 
burgh for the trial of cases referred to it 
from the circuit courts. 

Members of the bar who practice in these 
courts are described as advocates. The 
principal law officer of the crown is the lord 
advocate, and the lawyers, who in England 
are styled solicitors, are known in Scot- 
land as writers to the signet. Scotland is 
represented In the cabinet by 4 secretary for 
Scotland, who in the present administration 
is Capt. Sinclair, son-in-law of Lord Aber- 
deen, the viceroy of Ireland. 


Peculiarity of Scotch Jury. 

From this it will be seen that 200 years of 
union have not served to destroy the time 
honored institutions of Scotland. While 
they may have been assimilated to those of 
England, they still remain intact, and at 
every step in Scotiand one is reminded that 
she has a national existence of her own. 
Among other things, the jury system, that 
most cherished institution of the English 
speaking race, is different. For, whereas, in 
England, as in America, the jury is limited 
to a membership of twelve, and its verdict 
has to be a unanimous one of either “guilty” 
or “not guilty,”’ Scotch juries in criminal] 
cases are composed of sixteen members, and 
it is the vote of the majority that determines 
the verdict, which, besides those of “ guilty ” 
and “not guilty,” may be one of “ not 
proven.” This is returned in criminal cases 
where the jury are more or leas convinced of 
the guilt of the defendant, but do not con- 
gider the evidence sufficiently conclusive to 
convict him of the crime. It will be remem- 
bered that a verdict of this nature was re- 
turned against Alfred Monson for the kflling 
of Cecil Hambrough, thanks to which Mon- 
gon is going through life branded with the 
suspicion of a cowardly murder. 


Scots Powerful Everywhere. 

As to the advantages to Scotland of the 
union, they may be appreciated by a brief 
review of the fact that although the northern 
kingdom is far from rich in mineral or agri- 
cultural wealth, her Industries and her trade 
have increased altogether out of proportion 
to her size and population. As I have shown 
above, Glasgow is superior in importance 
and in population to either Liverpool or 
Manchester; and while there are relatively 
few English firms in Scotland, there is 
scarcely a single concern of any importance

“ HOME ‘ RULE.” 

The charter convention has voted that 
the city council should have all powers of 
legislation which: can be vested in a mu- 
nicipality,, subject to. the, constitution, the 
provisions of the charter, and. the. gen- 
eral laws of the state. Some members of 
| the convention who are also members of 
| the legislature say that the general as- 

sembly never will vote such a broad grant 

of power. Perhaps they are correct. While 


0© | the country members are always complein- 


| ing that the time of the legislature is most- 
ly taken up in considering Chicago bills 
they may be unwilling to relinquish alto- 
| gether their contro] of local affairs in this 
| city. ‘It is flattering to their importance 
| to be appealed to for assistance. Proba- 
bly the Cook county members of the gen- 
eral assembly feel that they would be of 
| less consequence if the council were given 
greater legislative power. : 

After the convention .shall. have got 
| through its work and it is known what 
| limitations on the power of the council the 
charter itself is to contain, it will be easier 
to t-dl whether it is eafe to go as far in 
the direction of “home rule” as is pro- 
posed. Home misrule may be the painful 
seque} of too much “ home rule.” There is 
the question of taxation, for instance. If 
the council of a large city Hike this were 
given unrestricted power it would carry 
taxation to the point of confiscation in 
order to meet every fancied need of the 
community. No property owner would be 
safe. There must be limitations. The 
constitution contains one respecting coun- 
ties, but does not mention municipalities. 
There is a limitation in the revenue law 
which is a. general aw. But if the city 
of Chicago should be authorized to make 
its own assessment of property for mu- 
nicipal purposes, as some of the members 
of the charter convention think it should 
be, the assessment could be—and would 
be—made so high that the Hmitation of 
the tax rate would be of Httle value. The 
taxeaters would get around it. 

The constitution confers on the general 
assembly authority to raise money by levy- 
ing a tax by valuation, ae it does at pres- 
ent. It is also empowered to tax peddlers, 
merchants, liquor dealers, hawkers, jug- 
glers, etc., express, insurance, and tele- 
graph interests, and persons or corpora- 
tions owning or using franchises or privi- 
leges, in such manner as it shall from time 
to time direct. It would be desirable to 
know whether it is intended that a broad 
grant of power to the city council shall 
carry with it authority to levy on these 
subjects of taxation whatever taxes the 
council may please. 

It is indeed a nuisance to be obliged to 
go to Springfield every time the. city 
wishes to do some trivial thing. That 
should be unnecessary. But what-are the 
little “home rule” matters which the 
charter convention has in mind when 't 
asks that the council be empowered to do 
everything that the general assembly could 
authorize it to do if it chose? It is pos- 
sible that members of the convention are 
not thinking of petty matters but of great 
matters. They may wish to get for the 
council authority to plunge into projects 
which might captivate the popular fancy 
at the moment, but’to which a sane legis- 
| lature might refuse its assent if it had to 
| be consulted. 

Dolus latet in generalibus. Fraud is

| for the people of Chicago to go to Spring- 
| field occasionally for a grant of a new 
| power than to have to fly there for the 
cancellation of a power which has been

Girls are more easily stampeded, they 
vote without reason, they do not aim at 
the good of their college or their class, but 
satisfy the whim of the moment. To 
these serious accusations the young wom- 
en reply that the young men are mean 
| things and that they may keep their old 
| paper to themselves in the future. 

| Without attempting to decide whether 


.| or not the charges are true, it may be 


stated that if true they constitute a 
formidable argument against giving the 
ballot to women in elections. of public of- 
ficials. If the most highly educated por- 
tion of womankind is irrational and irre- 
| Sponsible it may be presumed that the 
| less cultured majority will be so. There 
is a public danger threatened here. If it 
be alleged that the college students are 
young and will- know better later it may: be 
answered that in such matters the chil 
is mother to the woman. 

A subject presents itself here for scien- 
tific investigation. It can be studied fiv- 
| where better than on the field where it 

arose. Let the sociologists of the institu- 
| tion begin a careful study. into the truth 
Be the charges. Let some aspirant ror 
the doctor’s degree present a development 
of the thesis with an array of statistics 
and other documents to support: his ‘con- 
clusions. Let him use the questionnaire 
| to find by confession just what motive in- 
| duced each girl to vote for the candidate 
| of her choice. To complete his work, let 
| the investigator find out next what were 


| the motives controlling the vote of each 
young man, and then let him crown the 
; work by showing just how and to what 
percentage the reasons for.the use of the 
suffrage by the one sex were higher, more 
intelligent, and more patriotic than the 
reasons affecting the other sex.

AGED MUSIC TEACHERS’ HOME, 

There is now in Philadelphia a fully 
equipped Home for Music Teachers who 
have passed the time of active work and 
find themselves in a condition of depend- 
ence. As the first experiment of its kind 
in America, its operation will be watched 
with interest. The home opens in a moé- 
est way with accommodations for a limit- 
ed number, but it can be easily enlarged 
so as to meet any demande which may be 
made upon it. The rules for admission 
are not stringent. The applicant must 
only set forth that he or she is 65 years of 
age, has followed the profession of a 
teacher of music in the United States for 
twenty-five years as a sole means of live-

_ Undoubtedly there is need for such an 
‘institution.. There are ma wornout 
‘teachers who find themselves Arriving at 
old age unable to work longer-and yet 
unable to stop without personal hardship. 
The work itself is wearing, both upon 
nerves ahd disposition. The pay of the 
rank and file is small. The best paying 
pupils are monopolized. by professional 
artists, whose reputation it is thought will 
be a guaranty for their pupils. The num- 
ber of teachers also is Marge, much larger 
indeed than is generally supposed. In this 
city their number reaches into the thou- 
sands, notwithstanding the rapid increase 
of the mechanical piano an@ phonographic 
devices for supplying music in the house. 
Perhaps, as Sousa predicts, mechanical 
music may yet usurp the entire field. In 
that case there will be many stranded 
teachere and perhaps more homes may be 
needed. The Philadelphia home at least 
promises to be a snug harbor for the old 
music, teachers to whom grim visaged pov- 
erty comes after a life of hard, tedious, 
nerve-distracting work. 


THE NORTHWESTERN COAL SITUATION 

, There are many evidences that the situa- 
tion in thé northwest so far as fuei is con- 
cerned is actite. In places people have 
been burning their outbuildings to keep 
from freezing. One state university is re- 
ported to have closed its doors because of 
inabilty: to get coal. With colder weather 
prophesied the governor of a common- 
wealth hag been urged to call out the state 
militia to force the railroads to move coal 
trains more rapidly. And to cap the 
climax an appeal has been made to the 
president, which he has forwarded to the 
interstate commerce commission for con- 
sideration with a view to prompt action. 

Such a condition of things should never 
have been permitted to develop. The first 
thought is to blame the railroads. The 
scarcity. of cars to which attention has 
been called repeatedly of late, the lack of 
sufficient motive power, the need of more 
trackage, and the difficulty of getting ade- 
quate terminal facilities at important 
points have been urged as sufficient reasons 
for the slowness of moving freight. But 
the people do not believe such excuses are 
satisfactory. When a man is hungry or 
his children are cold there is no time for 
excuses, What is wanted is action. If at 
such time the dealers say that the rail- 
roads have confiscated coal intended for 
private use it is easy to arouse intense in- 
dignation against the transportation com- 
panies and to demand summary punisb- 
ment of their officials. 

On the other hand, one of the leading 
railroad presidents interested in the north- 
west says that the blame for the shortage 
in coal should rest upon the dealers. He 
says that at the time when they should 
have been shipping many trains of coal 
they were doing nothing, waiting for a re- 
duction in the price. When they got prices 
arranged they poured their orders upon 
the railroads, which were unable to meet 
the suddenly increased demand for cars 
and for engines. As a result the individ- 
ual in the far northwest is suffering from 
cold. 

It is reasonable to think that there is 
another explanation of the annually re- 
curring. difficulty about fuel, which seems 
so serious this year. The northwest has 
been filling up rapidly with settlers of late 
years. The immigrants pass through Chi- 
cago in a steady stream. The majority of 
them.are ticketed for the northwest. The 
country is developing in population faster 
than the facilities for providing the neces- 
saries of life are. The railroads are not 
keeping up with the growth. There are 
not enough engines; cars, or sidings be- 
cause the population is growing too fast. 
That fact will not affect the urgent need 
for immediate action to relieve the present 
suffering. The northwestern roads should 
let other freight go and ship coal. But: 
that fact ought to be taken into account 
when the blame for the situation is to be 
placed. The great majority of citizens will 
continue to -think that the railroads are at 
fault, particularly when the same com- 
plainte against them come from all parts 
of the country... With 2,000,000 cars in 
service they do not move the offered 
freight. An investigation by a national 
commission may discover the rea] ones to 
blame for the coal shortage. 

GOOD COOKING AND GREAT JOY. 

Perhaps a little of that dissatisfaction 
with the emperor which is said to prevail 
in Germany will be dissipated when his 
loyal subjects absorb the esome ad- 
vice he gives with reference to national! 
cookery. Emperor William is a ruler of 
large and varied ideas, who does not hes- 
itate to discuss with extreme earnestness 
any and all affairs which appear to be es- 
sential to the prosperity of his people. In 
this respect he resembles our president, 
sharing with him an eager interest in 
every phase of political or domest#? econ- 
omy, and turning with zest to all meas- 
ures associated with the development and 
progress of the pedple. 

Briefly quoting from the emperor's ad- 
dress to the young women of a convent 
these aphorisms may be commended: 
“Cooking and food are of great impor- 
tance.” “If the cooking were as good 
everywhere as here the feeling of the 
country would be better.” “ Good cooking 
helps: to improve general contentment.” 
All this has been said before, but it never 
has been said with more earnestness or 
felicity, or by an individual whose opinion 
would carry greater weight. One may 
hazard the expression that the reichstag 
will not enter upon any controversy with 
the emperor regarding the soundness and 
justice of these views. There might be— 
in fact, according to all report, there is 
likely to be—some diversity of opinion as 
to the spelling of “ gaensebraten” or 
“ wienerschnitzel,” but Herr Bebe] him- 
self, in his most controversial /moments, 
would not contend that they whould not 
be properly cooked. 

In his argument for good cooking the 
emperor has hit upon a theme of lively in- 
terest, for while it is hardly probable 
that there is as much bad Germa: cooking 
as bad American cooking, there is certain- 
ly enough to demand imperia! considera- 
tion. And the emperor would be justified 
in assuming that a first clexs kitchen pol- 
icy is of far more importance to Germany 
than a colonial policy, and that in bending 
his royal energies to develop cooking as an 
art he would both immortalize and endear 
the name of Hohenzollern. It is pleasant 
always to contemplate a ruler taking in- 
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THE DEFECTIVE SWITCH. 

Two more narrow escapes from acci- 
dent are recorded for the “L” roada. 
In one of them two cars.jumped the track 
at the Wabash-Van Buren turn of the 
loop, ran. into the switch ‘tower, and so. 
were kept from toppling over into the 
street below. That corner is getting a bad 
name among patrons, for it has been tle 
scene of several accidents. It begins to 
look as if there was criminal negligence 
somewhere. It cannot be that it is abso- 
lutely accidental that such a thing has 
happened there several times of late. 
There must be something wrong with the 
track itself or with the persons who have 
it in charge. 

The reported cause of this latest acci- 
dent, which delayed traffic much to the 
discomfort of hundreds of people on the 
loop platforms and endangered the lives 
of forty persons who were on the train at 
the time, is that there was a defettive 
frog switch. Such a reason given for a 
serious accident within a few weeks of 
another eat the same place only empha- 
sizes the need of careful investigation of 
conditions, With proper supervision 
there should be no such thing as a de- 
fective frog @witch. If possibly unsatis- 
factory equipment is to be used anywhere 
a danger place should be the last point to 
be selected for it. It has been nothing 
but extreme good fortune which has 
averted disaster at that corner. So far as 
the precautions taken by the railway 
authorities are concerned, a loaded train 
with straphangers in every car might have 
gone to the street below had it not been 
for the switching tower, 

The loop management owes it to itself 
and to its patrons to make an exhaustive 
examination of the roadbed, to take every 
possible precaution for imsuring safety, 
and to let the public know what has been 
done to prevent the recurrence of car 
jumping at the turns of the loop. If fit 
has not interest enough in the matter to 
investigate, or if its engineers are unable 
to locate the difficulties and correct the 
faults of construction, if such there be. 
then the city should send its engineers to 
make a thorough inspection. The mere 
fact that no Hves have yet been lost 
should not make any one thoughtless of 
the possible disaster of a future day. 


STATE CHARITIES. 

The governor and the state board of 
charities are planning a Christmas pres- 
ent for the helpless wards of the state. 
True, it will not be ready for Christmas, 
it wil not even be Voted by that time, but 
the announcement of the plans over which 
committees have been working for some 
time comes appropriately at this season 
of giving. 

The governor estimates that from 
$800,000 to $1,000,000 will put the char- 
itable institutions of the state in first class 
Condition. It would be cheap at the 
higher figure} The state cannot afford to 
have second’ rate asylums. Wverything 
that experience can suggest. should be at 
hand to use ip making as many as possible 
of those who are helpless now self-sup- 
porting, useful, and happy, and in caring 
for those who must always be dependent. 

Fresh air and healthful exercise, both 
of which are essential to the proper treat- 
ment of all classes of inmates of the state 
charitable institutions, may be secured by 
making farm work a part of their routine. 
In the past there have been some attempts 
om the part of different institutions to 
raise vegetables for home consumption, 
but the matter has been approached from 
the side of economy of management rather 
than that of the advantage to the inmates. 
It may be true that it would be cheaper 
for the state to hire able-bodied and ex- 
perienced men to dooits farm work than 
to,put at it people who are either physical- 
ly or mentally weak. But by hiring men, 
or by purchasing everything instead of 
raising it, the state loses the use of the 
greatest of curative agencies, occupation 
in. healthful surroundings. Even if it costs 
more than the value of the produce the 
farm cannot be spared from the asylum. 

The other improvements which the leg- 
islature will be asked to authorize are 
things whose value has been tested and is 
known. The legislature ought to be relied 
upon to vote the authorization without un- 
necessary debate. If the expenditure of 
16 cents for each inhabitant of the state of 
Ithinois will put our charitable institutions 
in a first class condition, worthy of the 
standing of the state, it ought to be done 
without hesitation. 


COURTESY TO LONE WOMEN. 

Complaint columns in New York papers 
have been filled with the grievances of 
feminine correspondents, who maintain 
that at no time in the history of the re- 
public has there been such a notable ab- 
sence of gallantry to women on the part 
of railway officials. ‘These strictures ex- 
tend alike to elevated, surface, and steam 
railways, and much scorn is bestowed on 
Sir Thomas Lipton, who so _ recently 
voiced extravagant enthusiasm over the 
position of the traveling woman in 
America. 

Doubtless much that is said in depreca- 
tion of the lack of civility evidenced by 
New York transportation officials is true. 
New York is a large town where cars and 
events move swiftly and where employés 
have" little or no time for the extension of 
those amiable courtesies which a travel- 
ing woman prizes. Even in Chicago, with 
its population of chivalrous and gallant 
men, there are not a few manifestations 
of impatience and absence of considera- 
tion for deliberate womankind. Nervous 
impetuosity, rush, congestion of traffic, 
and kindred afflictions are extremely detri- 
mental to native politeness. 

But this is hardly true of: the+smaller 
cities and of the country in general.

In 
the south the deference to womanhood has 
passed into a proverb. In Boston a block- 
ade of cars from the subway for full two 
blocks was not relieved until a woman 
returned from a letter box to the car she 
had been permitted by the conduetor to 
‘leave. A correspondent, writing from an 
Ohié town, relates that a train conductor 
severely chided a brakeman for failure to 
carry a woman’s baby the length of the 
station platform, although he had loaded 
himself with her dress suit case.

THE COUNTRY JUSTICES. 

River Forest, 01., Dec. 18.—[Bditor of The 
Tribune.]—In the account of the opening of 
the new city courts, published in Tue SunDarY 
TRIBUNE, the following remark appears: 
“ When the sun went down only the country 
justice shops which cater almost exclusively 
to the collection agencies remained in Cook 
county. They have no authority over per- 
sons in Chicago.”’ 

It may not be surmised by the reading pub- 
lic that there are even isolated instances in 
country justice courts where the man who 
presides gives preference to causes loca) to 
his district and who does not cater almost 
exclusively to city business. The petty 
courts of Cook county have been a ohronic 
subject with the prets when other news was 
dull. People have been led to believe there 
was not an honest justice or a decent man 
for constable in Cook county. There were 
plenty of the other kind, but all were not 
scoumidreis. It was occasionally possible to 
get justice done. The greater part of the 
country business was taken away from the 
local justices and magistrates and fed into 
the capacious maw of the Chicago courts, 
when the legitimate place to try these causes 
was before the. country magistrates, who, 
presumably, were chosen from honest circles 
for the express purpose of serving their con- 
stituents and serving them honorably. But 
it was so eagy to get a “ snap judgment ” in 
Chicago that but Httle business came to 
them. Being justices with county jurisdic- 
tion many. cases came to them from the city. 
Many of these cases were perfectly legitimate 
and were brought before a suburban justice 
ia order to insure.a fair hearing. There were 
some of these matters that would not admit 
delay if anything was to be realized from 
judgment and the country court could give 
them immediate hearing. Often cases, after 
the facts were brought out, have gone against 
the plaintiff. The findings might have been 
different if the issues had been brought in. 
the Chicago justice courts, overloaded with 
waiting cases and little time to give to each. 

It seems to the writer that this w 
criticism of justice courts has been a little 
unfair. The mén who honestly try todo: 
right in these small causes brought before 
them should not all be classed as willing to 
Go injustice for the sake of $2 or $3 worth of 
business. It's too small an inducement eveg, 
to a few who can be induced a 
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| another. court of! honor. 
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mately. to be ye vome which

It is my opinion that a law of this kind would prove wise and 
salutary. In a government like ours there is no question that the 
owner of a great fortune has public functions and responsibilities that 
must be recognized; and an inheritance tax, in the first place, so gradu- 
ated as to encourage the devising of large fortunes in several parts, in- 
stead of a sole legacy, is desirable. ‘This division, if made, would lessen 
the danger of evils resulting from the misuse of wealth by irrespon- 
sible heirs, at the same time affording the fortune builder some meas- 
ure of assurance that his estate would not at once be dissipated and 
squandered. There would be safety in numbers. 

New laws, too, could be enacted to prevent the evil and disso- 
lute use of inherited wealth. So deep a conviction have I that a proper 
sense of responsibility comes only with earning and saving wealth, 
that I often have thought it a meet and just way for a man to dis- 
tribute an estate by first providing for his family and then diviling 
the remainder “among the employ¢s who had served him faithfully and 
aided him to amass his fortune. 

Much that I have said upon the subject of great individual wealth 
appliés with like force to corporate wealth. Corporations, simply as 
such, must not be decried, for they have become necessary to the suc- 
cessful conduct of business and they in many ways accomplish good 
results that could not be attained with equal facility by individuals. 

Large aggregations of capital, notwithstanding the frequent short- 
comings and wrongdoing in the use they are put to, rest upon princi- 
ples that are sound, and they have done, and are doing, a vast amount 
of good work and have made practicable a great deal that would have 
been impracticable by individuals. 

Rich and powerful industrial corporations, the combinations called 
trusts, although discredited by many, who regard them with sus- 
picion and disfavor, are, by reason of their combined forces, in a posi- 
tion to do a great deal of good for the people generally.

Some of the big receiving houses de- 
clare that the country offerings of corn were 
surprising large and that the prospective 
colder weather had given marked stimulus 
to the disposition of holders to sell more 
freely.

agingly light. In the face of the weakness at 
the tables, the current month sustained rela- 
tively the greatest loss.

Oats Join in Weaknees. 


Following in the steps of the more im- 
portant grains, oats worked lower in pit and 
at the’sample tables.

A move- 
ment which created no small degree of dis- 
cussion was selling by a house that recently 
gave life to the market through an extremely 
bullish circular.

Even the woman of foréign birth and training is 
coming to this eowntry today Getermined to avoid 
Gomestic service if she can find another field for seif- 
support. She is. accepting domestic service as a neces- 
sity, not from ehoice, With -her roseate view of this 
country as one promising secial equality, she feels the 
sting of @ocial inferiority accompanying domestic serv- 
ice as keenly in proportion as does the native whité 
woman of the United States. While in the decade be- 
tween 1890 and 1900 there were 1,500,000 women immi-~ 
grants into this ceuwuntry, with tens of thousands enter- 
ing domestic service, the exodus of women in that ten 
year period more than counterbalanced the influx. Out 
of the 5,319,397 women employed in gainful occupations 
im the United States in the last census year, only 
1,283,763 were in the -class of servants and waitresses.

Careless Bids: 


Lose Money Through Errors 


By Jonas 


CERTAIN rallroad, with its general 
offices located.in this city, has an ad- 
vertising department which annually 
signs printing contracts aggregating 
$500,000. The manner in which this 
advertising department goes about securing 
the lowest possible figure for its work is a 
strange commentary on the inacewracy of 
human nature as expressed in the world of 


business. Those who have notions that most‘ 


people in business ‘‘ know their business ”’ 
should read and alter, at least, said opinion. 

When a contract for any amount exceed- 
ing $1,000 is to be made the department calls 
for bids from ten printing'firms. Now the 
work to be done is work with which every 
firm in the city large enough to bid for it 
is familiar. The stock demanded is all of a 
certain standard, as ie the composition and 
press work. While much of it is newin style 
and form nane of it is experimental. Thus 
people experienced in the tnatter of figuring 
on bide for printing contracts know to the 
fraction of a cent what will be the cost per 
piece under normal conditions of labor, price 
of stock, etc. 

. a 


Figures Vary Widely. 

If they “‘ know their business,.’’ which they 
must do, being veterans in their line, they 
are able to arrive at the cost per thousand, 
ten thousand, twenty thousand, and a hun- 
dred thousand.'if necessary. So there ia little 
natural variation in the figures returned by 
the Arms asked to bid on.the contract. A 
slack period with one firm, a desire to keep 
on the pay roll certain help which otherwise 
must be laid off, fear that a competitor is 
‘ running them out.’ may result in some bid 
cutting slightly under .the others. But the 
chance for this, and the amount thus saved 
is pot large enough to put the awarding of 
contracts on a competitive system, neces- 
sitating correspondence and weiting upon ten 
firms. * 

The secret is. one of the ten issure to make 
a mistake in. its figures and offer to do work 
for lees than it can afford to do it, and it is 
to bring about this mistake and take ad- 
Vantage of it that this advertising depart- 
ment does business 'with ten firms instead of 
one. 

. . 
Mistake Always Occurs. 

The mistake is said to happen nine times 
in ten. Occasionally,’ but mot often, the ten 
bids come ip wkh no considerable-error of 
calculation. on the part of those who do the 
figuring. But more often there is more than 
one serious error in them. Thus the average 
igs more than maintained. “ the system ” of 
getting prices is justified by results. and the 
head of the advertising department waxes fat 
on a royal ¢alary as a consequence. 

Considering the matter from the stand- 
point ofean outelder if ecarcely seems poe si- 
bie. Here are ten big: modern firme. in fact. 
the leaders.of their line. -At their. heade are 
os whe are y emperte * overs: phase of the

printing business. They know the cost of 
every kind of stock used.in their establish- 
ments, the amount required to produce a 
oettain order, the time required and -conse- 
guemtly the cost of labor... the cost of light, 
rent, power, and the wear and tear on the 
equipment involved. Viewing their entire 
plant from stockroom to office as a machine 
they know exactly how much it will cost to 
have that machine do a certain amount of 
work of a certain kind. They know how 
much. of their money will be involved in a 
transaction, what the interest upon it will 
amount to, and so they can bid a figure that 
will leave them @ satisfactory profit—if they 
don't make a mistake. 
. . 
just Plain Carelessness. 

But they do make the mistake. It isn’t a 
mistake of ignorance, save in isolated in- 
stances. It is a mistake of carelessness, of 
oversight, of common, ordinary human neg- 
ligence. It is the kind of mistake that is the 
curse of the business world, and which spells 
ruin to prot@bly as many people as any other 
one cause, with the exception of drink. 

Most often the error is one of oversight. In 
the making of paper pamphiets it is not un- 


» Common for figures to be returned with no 


provision in them for the cost of the covers. 
Another time it is the wire stitching that is 
forgotten, and sometimes the composition or 
presswork has been. overlooked in the esti- 
mates. Any of these items on a big contract 
May cause a joss of several thousand dollars, 
for once the contract: is made there is no 
drawing back, even if the firm suffering 
the loss. cares to lose prestige by admitting 
its inability to wees oeeeaee: 


Driven inte SE 

One firm recently went. into. bankruptcy 
due largely if not entirely to the shouldering 
of a centract [too large for it to handle at 
the price named. The order was for 100,000 
catalogues for a mall order house. The cata- 
logue department noted the low figure, but 
tiie bid was-backed by a good name, and ‘so 
wes accepted. After printing 26,000 copies 
the firm ‘eaw its error, tried to break the 
contract, tried to get somebody to take it off 
their hands, and ended up by becoming In- 
solvent. And all because somebody had mede 
a migteke.. It was fot-a complicated mis- 
take. From $42,567 a man subtracted $6,200 
The answer was $26,367. But the $10,000 was 
enough to put the firm out of business _ 
the same. 

Of course it is not to Ke supposed that thie 
printing line exceeds other lines in the matter 
of serious mistakes. .Other businesses suffer 
likewise. The wail that goes up-occasionally 
from -the employer to the effect that the 
errors of his clerks are driving: him to the 
wallis a fixture. But it seems that the clerk 
is not the only one who makes the errors. 
The employer is at one with them in inis 
matter. He is human, and therefore apt to 
be. a-little careless at times. Tue one who 
is reciijhes the suecesstul née er im

“He Trusted the Machine, 

So h¢ began to be a good man, He trusted 
The Machine fully. There was no question 
in his mind that it rewarded. those who serve 
it. faithfully. 


He had plenty of experience to justify him 


in this conclusion. He saw poor men come 
under the’ yoke of The Machine, falter in their 
duties ;and ‘fall, and The Machine spewed 
them out in disgust. He saw good, strong 
men come dn, do what was given them to do 
with alacrity and ‘worth, and Machine 
patted them on the head and heaped. upon 
them better wages, and more power. The 
Machine would have as: its parts only 

upon whdm, the badge of efficiency rested 
fittingly; ‘and these sdon became ite favor- 
ites—mechanically, of course, 

Dake saw all this and wetit to work. He 
worked a long time. He began as « bill 
clerk, There were more vacancies in the list 

of bill clerks than in any other capacity at 
‘ahs time, -and he had several years of experi- 
ence in. this kind of work. It didn't matter 
to Dake, however, how he started—the thing 
was to start. An exceptionally good.cog in 
a minor. whee! would call attention to itseif 
perhaps not ag quickly as a great piston rod, 
but just as surely, and as be was gifted with 
@ great patience he was willing to start 
a,

Deis Years a Bill Clerk. 

He was a bill clerk for four years. This 
was not becauge of any direct fault on his 
part, bRt bécause there happened to be.a 
number ef.old clerks who had stood by the 
firm through the strike trouble who must 
be rewarded befere the newcomers, so there 
was no promotion for Dake until these four 
years had expired. Then they made him a 
checker.’ And Dake, though he had worked 
hard as’a bill clerk, worked all the harder 
as a checker. -I1t was a chance to distinguish. 
himeelf,-and he grasped it. As a result, he 
occupied this position only three years, when 
he was transferred to the bookkeeping de- 
partment and given a position as file clerk in 
that important division of the office. 

The’ file clerk's work was difficult, and 
there was much of it, a complicated system 
of bookkeeping resulting in a complication 
of the departmént’s affaires that necessitated 
a clear head on the man whose work it was 
to straighten them out wlien they were tan- 
gied.

For here, on a clean, bare floor with di- 
mensions of 240x125 feet, the lines of the 
ship apptar in the required form and in sharp 
and firm white lines. 
fractional scaled dimensions of the blue 
prints, but they represent them in Sun size 
extensions. 

By these graphic tracings thin strips of 
basswood are laid down, tacked lightly into 
position, and duly formed into gauges or

Where the “‘run” or angle of any piece 
in the framing and covering of the hull calls 
for special fitting it receives it from an 
operative in charge of the form or power 
rollers. He fakes a strip of band iron atiff 
enough to retain any form his hammer may 
give ft to the hull frame and fits it carefully, 
returns to hie machine,and runé his material 
through the rollerg until it fits the simple 
gauge.

‘All Molded to Gauge. 

But the real gauge work is ‘done on the 
capatious molding floor of the American 
Shipbuilding company_and enmirrored with 
lofty sides of glass it makes an ideal work- 
shop.: Every piece of the ship structure is 
Said to be molded here, even the plain lap 
plates, whose change from the flat rectangle 
must in curving lines be slight indeed. No 
rude sounds, no shade of discomfort obtains 
in this arena of blue prints and delicate 
basswood strips. In this regard it ig.a rest 
cure that forbids any tefdency to'nervous 
prostration. 

The simplicity of the methods in vogue 
here in work of vital importance marks a 
wide departure from the: building up of a 
model in such-a shop, as was once the cus- 
tom. 

Only a few years since, at Dumbarton, 
near the Scottish Clyde, the ship on a Tre- 
duced scale was made in model and floated 
in a water tank 200 feet long. In the Chester 
yard, on the Deleware, the more expensive 
methods were also in use. As a factor in 
reducing an otherwise multiple expense ac- 
count, the simple “ pattern ’’ shop fills the 
bill. 

Apart from it and on the yard level is the 
main shop, which reéeives the material in 
steel, the crowding tonnage in’ plete. and 
the various structural pieces. The markers, 
templates in hand, lead off here in preparing 
jobs for drilling, countersinking, shearing, 
punching, cutting, and rolling. Work that 
may be done in the open acreage of the yard 
is promptly to be treated there by portable 
machine tools, to boring, riveting, reaming, 
and chiseling. 

Whole sections can be framed up here, and 
masses of any bulk or weight brought with- 
in the grasp of the great traveling cranes 
ean be promptly put in position on the hull. 
A forge shop and rivet factory work under 
one roof in this group of shops, the former 
with steam hammer and several anvils in 
active use, while the rivet “ chugger’’ 
shows an appetite for devouring four and a@ 
half tones per day of fine soft bar steel and 
turning it into rivets. 

The section lengths of the vessel's keel 
come from the Cleveland (O.) ferge works 
and are welded in the local shop.

New Ship of State. 
“What anvils rang, what hammers beat, 

In what a forge, and what a heat 

Were shaped the anchors of thy hope,” 
conveys a sentiment more correctly ap- 
plied to the great steel mills and their 
processes to the special forge plants as well, 
rather than to their product in the cold mate- 
rial of which ships are made. 

From what sources are the ranks of the 
steel shipwright recruited? Does the ap- 
prenticeship process, that of “‘ the cub” to 
the mechanic’s status, obtain here? Hard- 
ly; the rivet heater may pass in due time 
from his little forge where he is a true white 
heat expert, to the place of riveter. Then 
there are intelligemt helpers and the entire 
operation of bolting up; that of, the screw 
strain, the hammer blow, the driving home 
and finishing of the head are matters of 
familiar observation. If a youth be sturdy 
and strong in wind and limb, he is aching 
to play some higher notes in the anvil chorus, 
and if not afraid of trifies he will “ land.’’

In a three weeks’ test at this ship- 
yard in fastening 98,480 rivets an economy 
as against handwork of #7 per cent is said 
to have been shown.

How to Care for.a Pen: 


Saving of Time and Temper. 
By Paul E. Triem. 


NTIL typewriters -become compact 
enough to slip into the vest pocket 
and adaptable enough to use for 
posting books and taking notes as 
weil as writing letters, pens are going 

to be the main weapon of those who dea) with 
written characters. So for the present it is 
just as well to know how to get the most 
‘servicé and the least bother out of these 
arrow heads of tommerce. 

To begin with the new pen, just ready to 
be ineerted In the holder; if you will keep in 
your desk a stick of the graphite used on 
bicycle chains, and will apply a Nitle of it to 
the part of the peri’thet usually rusts and 
refuses to pull out of the holder when the 
pen is worm and must be replaced, you will 
make this most provoking of all pen accidents 
impossible. Don’t get any of the graphite 
om the tip of the pen, as the grease with 
which it is mixed will cause the ink to refuse 
to stick—that's whereit gets its power to pre- 
vent rusting.

How to Prevent Rast. 

The Kind of ink you use will determine to 
what extent the next pen ailment bothers 
you. A néw pen is just abdéut ‘as well pol- 
ished as the manufacturer knows how to 
make it; that's perfectly right, and even nec- 
essary, but it makes the pen refuse to take 
ink for a while when first used, the time de- 
pending on the composition ef the ink.

away when soiled; or you can use a bottle 
or small box of sand, into which the pen is 
thrust when out of use. A‘oup of bird shot 
sometimes is used for the same purpose. 

When the business end of the pen wears 
sharp and begins to scratch hold it In the 
flame of a gas lamp for an ingtant, if one ts 
convenient, otherwise smooth the point with 
a small file or piece of emery paper. 

These precautions may seem short sighted

Don't Pay Much 
for Books; How 
to Geta Library. 


By Ed. D. Barker. 


HERE are many don'ts to remember 
when you are buying books for your 
library, unless your means are un- 
limited. If you have more money 
than you know what to do with, this 

article won't intexest you. 

Don't buy books from the subscription 
agent. Such books are no better than others, 
and they cost much more. 

Don't buy books at the amall stores away 
from downtown. You'll be charged gross 
prices every time, and your money can be 
spent better elsewhere. 

Don't even buy your books downtown, 
where you can get them on sale about 40 or 
50. cents leas than list price, unless you 
must have brand new books and won t be 
happy without them, 

Don't buy. paper novels. It's a waste of 
good money. If the books are worth having 
at all, they are worthy a permanent dress. 
Get them with a good stiff cover on them. 

Don’t buy the cheaply. printed editions that 
sell from 10. to 25 .cents ‘a copy. A few 
months of use will wear them out, and you ll 
need a new book. 

The old book shop is a . good place to go 
when you want some particular book, and 
want it right away. You'll.get books for 
about helf the reguler price there, and 
you have an almost unlimited variety to 
choose from. 

* . 

Old Books Have Special Interest. 

An old book always is more interesting than 
anew one. Sometimes the earlier reader has 
been a scholar of parts, who has left valu- 
able annotations on the margin: A book al- 
ways appeals more to me when | know some 
one else has been following its pages before 
me, and an occasional thumbmark only 
shows the book must have been of extra in- 
terest at that place by the energy used in 
holding the soiled: page down. 

But if you are a lover of books of all kinds 
and have empty shelves and few dollars, the 
place to go for your books is the second hand 
furniture store. Here the dust’ is thick 
around the volumes piled in some out of the 
way corner, for the business of book selling 
is of. little moment to the furniture dealer, 
and he spends small time arranging his 
wares attraetively. The books sometimes 
are bought in by him with a lot of storage 
goods, but oftener they form a part of the 
furnishings received from’ some dismantled 
home, whose occupants, because of death 
or. for some other reason, have given up 
housekeeping and have no place to keep 
their books. 

The old book shops know of these places, 
and some of them send an agent around regu- 
larly once a week to buy the books that have 
accumulated since the previous visit. They 
pay little for these books. 
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Books at Ten Cents a Bundle. 

“ T sel] them the books by the bundle,’’ said 
one dealer to me. “I tie them in bunches 
about two feet long, just as they come, and 
the book shop man gives me 10 cents a bundle 
for them, without looking them over.” 

Some of these dealers do not care to. be 
bothered by the retail customer who wishes 
to examine each book separately. The books 
are a nuisance to them end they prefer the 
quicker way of getting rid of them by selling 
them wholesale to the book shop man. But 
often the dealer is glad to have you look the 
books over, for he knows he will get more for 
them from you than from the book shop man. 

‘T charge for the books according to their 
weight,’ said one West Madison street deal- 
er. “A big, heavy book sells for 25 cents, 
one not so large for 15 cents, and a little fel- 
low for 10 cents.” 

Most of these second hand furniture dealers 
frankly. confess their unecquaintance with 
books. and the proper amount to charge for 
them. So, knowipg. what the books cost 
them, they: charge such a price as will allow 
for a profit, and let it go at that. 

There are hundreds of these second hand 
furniture stores in the city, and most of them 
have books to sell: If you want a certain 
book, however and want it at ance, you 
might vist every store and not find the vol- 
ume you seek. It is presupposed you are in 
search of all kinds of books—history, poetry, 
standard fiction, and books of the better class 
generally. With a knowledge of such books 
and their authors in-your head, you may ex- 
amine any lot, and it will be a poor bunch of 
books that will not yield at least one volume 
you desire. Sometimes you chance on a rare 
edition, and occasionally an author's auto- 
graph copy is brought to light. These are 
exceptions, however. 

” . 

A Library for Twenty Dollars. 

You will find, after you ha’ve bought a it 
of books In this way, that they havecost you 
on an average perhaps 15 cents each. But 
these will not be cheap edition books, such 
as you) can buy new for from 10 cents to 25 
cents. And if you buy wisely and judiciously 
your first 100 books, costing you from $15 
to $20, will form a library that, purchased 
new. would have cost you anywhere from 
$100-to $15v. 

To people of a certain temperament there 
is a fascination in this delving among the 
contents of dismantled homes, in search of 
bookish treasures. If you live within a 
couple of miles of your work, and your route 
home les through some busy thoroughfare, 
like Clark or Madison street, your book hunt- 
ing can be done in.the evenings. A fifteen 
minute rummage in one shop may bring to 
light a book that you have lohg been hoping 
to own some day, and you'll find the price 
about one-tenth that of a new book. 

One other bit of advice. If possible, read a 
book before you buy. it. Get it from the 
library or borrow it from @ friend. Then 
when you buy it you'll know what you are 
getting and you will not fill your shelves with

It is the first play by a first rank English drama- 
‘tist to be presented in New York before it has been 
seen in London. Usually the production is first made 
in London and the piece is then taken to New York. 
In the case of “The Hypocrites,” however, Mr. Jones, 
who always has been fond of American theaters and 
theatergoers, arranged with Mr. Frot.man that his play 
should be seen first in New York. 

In casting the play Mr. Frohman chose Miss Keane 
to play the abused young waman, without whose ex- 
periences there would have been no play. 

Jessie Millward; who had been selected to pley the 
leading woman’s part in the play, had the role of Mrs. 
Wilmore, a selfish, unsympathetic woman. The part 
presented no lovable angles, but it was possible to 
make it as bitingly accurate andestrong as was the 
role of Lily Bart in “The House of Mirth,” a part in 
which Fay Davis created a fine success, although sur- 
rounded by mediocrity as to play and characters. But 
the Jones play no sooner was produced than everybody 
saw that the little girl from BvanSton literally had 
“taken the play away” from the leading woman. 


*  * 
Role of Rachel Neve Is Difficult. 

From the moment of her entrance as Rachel Neve 
till the last instant of her appearance on the stage her 
progress through the play really was the big feature 
of the drama. It was conceded that Mr. Jones had cre-

ated a good part, but it was by no means “an actor 
proof’ part. An “actor proof part” is one that “plays 
itself” and in which it almost is impossible for an 
actor of even mediocre attainments to fail. It wae 
realized that this réle of Rachel Neve. possessed lights 
and shadows which if they were not fally realized by 
the actress playing the part and bodied forth accu- 
rately by her would fesult in the impairment of the 
effect of the drama. Miss Keane was playing in fast 
company, too, and it behooved her to play well. As 
Lennard, the. young scapegrace, with whom ste had 
had an unfortunate friéndship, there was that clever 
actor, Richard Bennett. There was Miss Millward as 
Mrs. Wilmore, and she is an actress of wide experience 
and much art; As the Rev. Mr Edgar Linnell, the 
clergyman, who in the big speech of the Play denounces 
almost everybody ds‘a Lypocrite, there was Leslie Fa- 
ber, who’ not only looked the part remarkably well but 
acted it splendidly.

Other Illinois Girls Have Succeeded. 
To a young woman who has been on the: stage only 
a few years the task that. was laid down for Mies 
Keane was a Gifficult one, but it was no more difficult 
than some other tasks that have been set in stageland 
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for the sons and daughters of Dlinois. Miss Keane 
might have taken heart by remembering that Margaret 
Illington, now playing the leading woman’s part in 
“His House in Order,” this season’s success by Mr. 
Jones’ greatest contemporary, Arthur Wing Pinero, was 
a few years ago a struggling student in a school of 
acting in this city. ® That was long before she dreamed 
of becoming the wife of Daniel Frohinan, one of the 
most influential of managers, and before she blossomed 
out into a fine, authoritative actress. And there have 
been many other young women who have gone from 
IHinois to fill high positions in the drama Miss 
Keane would not have had to look«beyond the confines 
of her own Evanston to find one of them. 
* * 
Second Star Evanston Has Produced. 

It is in Evanston that Katherine Kydder lives. She 
was influential enough as an actress /to be starred 
through the country a few years ago by Wagenhals 
and Kemper as a co-star with Frederick Warde and 
Louls James. She since has married. Evanston has 
given other players to the stage, but it has given none 
who this year have achieved the quick success that has 
come to Miss Keane.

In his play, “De Lancey,” Miss Keane played 
the young girl whose father kept the greenhouse to 
which De Lancey was carried when he fell from his 
horse during a hunt and was injured.

Charles Frohman knew that Doris Keane could act, 
and as soon as he gave her the big chance in “The 
Hypocrites” she showed everybody else that she could 
act.

Only in London it will be the part of Rachel Neve, and 
not that of Mrs. Wilmore, that will be made the most, 
prominent part of the drama.

If this isn’t a 
condition, you'd have to show any Missourian why it 
ien't. There are office buildings in this First ward, 
rearing their proud heads into the sky, with domes and 
minarets that might shame the palaces of the Arabian 
Nights. In some of these 6,000 souls are housed for the 
eight or nine hour office day, all of them making their 
bread in- this First ward. But when -they have turned 
their backs upon their business at night and go home to 
some outlying residence district, or to seme swell sub-

But with only 1,000,000 paying car 
fareseeach way, that is $100,000 a day for car fares 
alone. Thousands of these from suburban towns pay 
more, of coursé, but on the basis of 10 cents & round 
trip these fares for one day would be a fortune for the 


1AMONDS, gold jewéiry, and solid silverware 
give the most popular and profitable returns 
from Chicago burglaries, thefts, and pocket 
pickings, , 
Watches having solid cases are compara- 
tively few and the chances that the owner 
has the number of case and movement puts the watch 
in @ leas attractive class by itself.

In the Chicago stores it is a suggestive oddity that 
more pocketbooks are stolen from counters than is any 
other one article appealing to the “ kleptomaniac.”

Silver and Gold Easily Disposed Of. 
Detective Sergeant Annas, in charge of the pawn- 
in Chicago, finds a 
good many disaouragéments in the written law which 
makes the disposition of stolen diamonds, solid gold, 
and sterling silver so easy for the criminal. + 

Under the Hilinois law the pawnshop may be kept 
under close surveillance ad to its business, but no 
other man than the pawnbroker is put in a position 
allowing police officers access to deals made with the 
burglar, thief, and holdup man. A diamond, taken from 
its setting, represents about so much cash in any 
jewelry store where the proprietor is not disposed to 
ask questions ana where he is not required to ask them. 
Gold rings, lockets, pins, and watch cases, melted 
down, are worth close to $20 an ounce in the same 
place and under the same conditions. Sterling silver 
ig money, also, regardless of any questions of the seller 
ag to whether he be in the smelting business,

Silver Cutlery Must Be Melted. 

When a’ burglar at his leisure goes through a house 
in Chicago the newspaper story of the following morn- 
ing most frequently recounts the fact that spoons, and 
knives, and forks are- found broken in two. This is to 
determine the solid nature of the articles.’ The fact that 
a set of spoons or knives and forks is. not solid might 
seem to leave it worth while to take. 

But under pawnshop conditions there is too much 
risk in presenting the plated ware for a loan. Half a 
dozen plated knives and forks of good quality in good 
condition may be worth $4 or more, but the risk of 
pawning is too much for -the price. With the solid 
articles and a crucible the silver may be reduced be- 
yond all possibility of recognition and in that shape 
any jeweler in Chicago is free to buy of any. suspect 
who may bring the bullion in for’sale. 

Ordinarily thé jeweler who might buy bullion or a 
Stone that has been removed from its setting balks 
from other than conscientious reasons at buying a 
watch. In the first place he may not care to handle 
second hand goods: In the second place the idea that 
the police may have the. number of the watch case 
and the watch movement are deterrents. 

But under present conditions only the Watch with 
the filled case is presentéd at the pawnshop and the 
pawnbroker as a rule allows only. the smallest amount 
upon the timepiece. If the thief has a gold watch in 


solid case it is far more profitable to him to throw the 


movement away and make bullion of the case. As 
bulliow it has its cash value in a score of pigces where

Bt is not 
for lack of “ practice’’ and observation that the phy- 
sicians of Chicago and America find themselves unable 
to cope with the disease.

When the frightened relatives 
of the patient appeal to him for eomfort he can only 
shake his head and “hope for the best,”” while he 
knows that his remedies are experimental if not futile, 
and that if he goes for help to the most famous of ‘his 
brother physicians they can offer him nothing from 
all their stores of knowledge.

Little Knowledge Increases Alarm. 

The physician has segregated the ~ pneumococcus ” 
verm, it .s true. , But in identifying the germ ‘he is dis- 
tressed to find it one of the most numerous of all: dis- 
ease germs. His little knowledge has only increased 
his cause for alarm. The pneumonia germ is every- 
where—in the dust, in the damp, in the mouths of 
people who are well, and of people who are sick. Just 
why or just when the little pest will assume destruc- 
tive tendencies he may not say. As a mere potential 
parasite it doesn't amount to much if only mankind 
would keep in fair “ eondition.” It becomes a menace 
enly in the “ pneumonia season.” and the measure of 
its menace to the individual is the measure of the in- 
dividual’s lack of that thing ealled “ condition. 

In a comparative sense pneumonia is a disease that 
runs its course quickly. HU a mild case in a robust 
is quick; if a had case involving ane 
death is speedy;

person, recovery 
who is unable to withstand its onset, 
while if a bad case attacking one who may have 
“fighting chance” for life, the physician finds himself 
in the position of doing the little that he can in com- 
bating a diséase which he knows little about. 

But in view of this approaching pneumania nea 
gon in Chicago it is well to avoid conditions which 
often cause it and to know its symptoms of onset in 
order that the physician may be consulted at the 
earliest stage of the disease.

Keep the House Cool and Well Ventilated. 

The householder who, with a view to saving coal, 
fastens down his windows fer the winter and wees 
strong language at the opening of a door ts providing 
shelter for the pneumacoccyus and planning for preu-- 
monia. Absence of sufficient molature in living end 
sleeping rooms is anether blind invitation ta the die 
ease. 

“Lung fever” was the ald atyle designation of 
pneumonia, and umtil recently the old style treatment 
of the disease under its aid name was in almost uni- 
versal practice. Chief of the warnings ta the nurse 
was the mandatory order that the raom should be kept 
warm and every door and window kept closed againat 
the possibility of drafta. 

Dr. Northrup. professer af children’s diseasea in 
Columbia university. was the first to break away from 
the tradition af the clase, warm room and to dake his 
pneumonia patient to the roof. In the cold and snow 
and winter winds he placed his patient on the house- 
top. clothed and bedded against the cold, and gave the 
first dose of cold, pure air ta the lungs of the sufferer. 
Success hag been such that the treatment is spreading 
until outdoor winter for the pneumonia victim prom- 
ises to be as widely accepted as it is becoming for the 


tuberculous patient.

This restocking of the woods and prairies has been 
the ambition of the game commissioner’s department 
for years, and, with the regulations that the law 
imposes on hunters, the state is in a fair way to have 
plenty of game birds for generations to come. 


All the expenses of the game commissioner’s de-_ 


partment and of the preserve are paid by men who 
take out licenses to hunt. No money is expended 
from the revenues or taxes of tht - people. The num- 
ber of hunters’ licens<s issued in a year has- exceeded 
the most sanguine hopes and the department conse- 
quently has not“been cramped for funds. When the 
money paid for the hunter's license comés to the state 
treasury it goes into a special fund which may be 
drawn upon for no other purpose than to pay the ex- 
penses of the game-warden’s office. 

Thus it is that the hunter who desires game to 
Hunt helps the state to provide it. The commission 
fe vigilant in providing the game and in enforcing

has been amended so many times that it hardly looks 
like its old self. Bach succeeding legislature has tacked 
something on to it, and hunters admit that each amend- 
ment has made the law more effective. Enforcement 
of the law is now in the charge of the state game 
commissioner, who is appointed by the governor, and 
who in turn may appoint ten game wardens, also one 
or more deputy game wardens in each county. 

The commissioner receives a. salary of $2,500 per 
annum. The ten game wardens each receive $75 per 
month and expenses: deputy game wardens receive $2 
per day and expenses for the time actually employed 
under the direction of the state game commissioner, 
also one-half. of all fines recovered in prosecutions 
brought by them for violations of the game law.

collected for violation. The number of arrests made 
from July 1, 1904, to Oct. 1, 1906, wags 925. Ninety per 
cent of the arrests resulted in conviction. 

In January, 1906, a tract of land, which now ag- 
gregates 215 acres, was leased from Charles Ridgely 
of Springfield. This land is situated about three miles 
south of Auburn. About fifty acres of this tract is 
fenced with eight foot wire netting. In this inclosure 
are the brgeding pens for the English and Chinese 
pheasants, Mexican, California, and Bob White quail. 
A number of wild turkeys are at the farm, also a few 
pairs of prairie chickens.

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A negligée made 
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HERE is a new word hurled at the woman 
who shops. It has percolated down through 
the grades of decorative art until it has 
reached the realms of the “teady made.” 
“Good” is the adjective of restraint which 
is unreservedly applied to everything which 
has shape, design, line, or color scheme. If it is a soft 
little negligée, and you ask the price of it, the salesgirl 
lets you pass on by remarking that “It is good.” If 
ls 
pretty, she says, “ Yes, it is good.” If it is a blouse 
it is “ good"; if it is a hat it is “good,” and if it is 
a coat or waist in which you detect attractive lines 
she says “that is awfully good.” ; 

What really is “good” in blouses is something 
which one really does seem to need help to find out. 
There never was such variety, and there is war being 
waged between silk and lingerie, while over and above 
them both flannel, made simply and finished with dif- 
ferent and distinctive ties, makes an appeal to at least 
one or two hooks in the wardrobe of the woman whvw 
knows the relief of turning from overelaboration. 

One pretty idea for flannel is carried out in what 
appears to be a shirt waist. The sleeves are “shirt 
waist,” the back has up and down plaits turning each 
way from a flat box plait in the middle, and tbe front 
has lengthwise plaits running down from the shoul- 
ders, but without opening except for a neck “cutout,” 
and having its center tightly drawn down and molded 
to the figure. The cutout is a square continued down 
with sloping lines until it ends in a narrow U at about 
the middle of the chest. In this waist, made of cream 
and brown plaid wool, the dickey is made of the plaid 
ntted plainly and set in diagonally. Brown silk piping 
and narrow straps of brown silk set across the U, held 
with silk buttons, finish the cutout, and a high turn- 
down silk collar sets on the neek band, fastening to a 
coliar button in front. There is a neat little brown 
silk tie, and the whole has the effect of an excellent 
shirt waist, although the opening is under the center 
back plait. The high turndown collars, by the way, 
are made with lining and outside all in one piece, and 
stitched at the center to give them place. Cut in this 
way, the silk lining forms the outside of the collar, 
and. the ‘wool is on “he outside of the band part. 

What is serviceable should be learned, as well as 
what ise sartorially desirable in the myriad of waist 
materials. Striped chiffon voile is of a wiry quality 
never known in plain voiles, and is-said to stand tub- 
bing almost as well as lace. It is now made in simple 
blouse styles, and there ise a fancy even for running it 
into shirt waist suits, although the striped material, if 
anything in the world, calls for lacy spaces and elab- 
oration. 

Net waists over plaid silk linings are fancies which 
can be carried out in ways that one would not have 
dreamed of until the combination of brown with every- 
tuing was made. Brown net is put over black and 
white check, and, again, the popular gray net is prt 
over black and white check. Large broken silk plaids 
are used, and are pretty in navy shaded up to white and 
covered with dark blue net. A coarse kind is used, 
and may be trimmed with stitched bands of satin or 
ribbon velvet. 

Plaid silks in pastel shades are attractive as 
waists, with creamy lace chemisettes-if the finish be- 
tween neck and body of waist is made of velvet ribbon 
to harmohize with one of the shades. Black and white 
plaid’ silks, broken and irregular, with thrown up stripes 
of white gatin, edged either with cream or black velvet 
ribbon, are one of the simple yet pretty things. They 
are cool ana attractive in lavender and gray plaid¢:, 
with soft light gray or white velvet ribbon and tiny 


silver buttons. 
The misty black waist which with many women has

made the ‘transition from lingerie as the only de- 
pendence is a serviceable possession. Lining silk of the 
thinnest kind is bought for these—Jjust near enough 
to transparent so that the white underneath shows 
cloudily through. Black spotted net in an exceedingly 
small quality makes one, and if one happens to have 
enough black thread lace or guipure edge to sew into a 
small yoke and collar the most attractive of waists 
may be made cheaply. Coarse net trimmed with black 
velvet ribbon and made over chiffon is one of the simple 
kinds that can be made easily, while, as in other biacks, 
plenty of nice needlework shows, and the fine Brussels 
net, depending for ornamentation on many little shir- 
rings and narrow gathered tucks, makes daintily at- 
tractive waists. 

One of the best results possible, if one has some 
skill, is gained from an exceedingly full gathered 
chiffon cloth blouse which has been accordion plaited. 
Brown, black, brilliant red, and navy are lovely over 
white, and form that class of waists which have erst- 
while been imported for the helping out of the “one 
color” scheme suit. To get the prettiest results out of 
these shirrs should be used lavishly, and the smallest of 
guimpes, with collar of tiny val. lace frills, these nar- 
row lace edgings coming to the surface - gain at the 
sleeve ends, where they are sewed closely in among 
the narrow puffs and shirrs. 

Satin messaline in white and colors, made with 
white lace yokes and bust trimmings to form the most 
of the blouse, are one of the prettiest substitutes for 
the lingerie waist. Deep val. lace of the Platte kind 
can be added to the yoke—made also of this kind of 
insertion put together with the narrow strips of the 
other than of val.—thus bringing down the lace part to 
well into the bust. The satin messaline strips are added 
below this. 

The sleeves are elaborately insertioned, and the 
whole looks lovely over color. For instance, the white 


.is charming over pink, and one in which the trifling 


bit of solid color is lavender makes an attractive com- 
bination over a light blue silk slip—taking care that 
the blue is transparent in this case, and contrary to 
the demand of the slip to be worn under the lingerie 
waist. Usually the ‘slips to be bought ready made have 
been so thin that they have lost color entirely when 
set under lingerie, but that want has been met now 
in deep turquoise silks. 

Sflk applied to net or lace is used in many ways. 
For example, a blouse:of embroidered fet will have 
silk Van Dyked up from the bottom. Pearl gray striped 
silk on cream net forms the bottom of one such blouse, 
the silk points being applied with a finish of a couple 
of rows of infinitesimal gray or cream braid. The 
lower part of the puffed short sleeves is of this same 
Van Dyke, and the upper part of the blouse is all net 
except for sparse circular bands around neck and collier. 
A girdle of the silk and with narrow bands of gray 
velvet ribbon at its edge and: one at the collar finish 
this waist. 

Another lace and silk combination has strong 
contrast. Vivid scarlet taffeta is used with white lace 
sleeves, and lace showing in only the most slender 
cutouts around the armholes. In this, as in plain silk, 
wherever put there is an echo of it in figures or chine 
trimmings. It is only a tiny bit of chine carrying «ut 
the color. For instance, here the Persian reds and yel- 
lows of the chine are in buttons and tiny straps on the 
lace collar and cuffs, and a band set down on the inside 
of the neck cutout. 

Lovely effécts in waists in all lace or embroidered 
net are made with strips of plain net set in for collar 
and cuffs, and perhaps a rounding piece to outline a 
yoke. These net places are braided with the tiniest 
strands of braid set near together and sewed rarallel, 
so as nearly to cover. Brown is exceedingly pretty

The birds must now carefully keep their 
eyes on the merchant, while those who drew 
bianks personate buyers and walk around 
the cage trying to divert the attention of the 
birds. 

If one is caught looking away he must pay 
a forfeit. 

The merchant meanwhile is crying out his 
wares: “TI have fine birds here. Who will 
buy? Here is a splendid songster.”’ As soon 
as a» .bied ie bought: he is released and be- 
comes a buyer. 

The mérchant ‘pays a forfeit to the birds 
that are sold, and those who are not sold pay 
one to him. 

The forfeits can be made most amuging, 
and the little ones look droll as they stand, 
wide «yed, hoping to be freed. Children have 
s0 much imagination that plays of this sort 
become interestingly real to them.

has, however, a humanness which is not 
found in equal degree in the Hauptmann 
fantasy. Jeanne, as she is drawn by Mr. 
Mackaye and beautifully enacted by Miss 
Marlowe, is a young girl of such simplicity 
and such frankness of nature that she wins 
the heart of every one who sees and hears 
her, and her triumphs and her subsequent 
cruel suffering grip close’ the emotions of 
the onlooker. It is a fine play—one which 
is a credit to the American stage and Ameri- 
can letters, and its production by Mr. Soth- 
ern and Miss Marlowe is subject for naught 
save the heartiest congratulation for ali con- 
cerned, 

The Sudermann drama, “John the Bap- 

tist,”” is disappointing in English, just as it 
has been everywhere it was presented in Ger- 
many. The action of Emperor Wiliam in 
commanding the production of the play after 
the censor had denicd it performance made 
success for a time for it throughout Germany, 
but it has not been retained in the reper- 
tories of the royal theaters there, and even 
Sudermann's admirers regard it as one of 
the weaker produets of hie pen. The-short- 
coming of the drama lies in the unsympa- 
thetic character of the central figure. That 
Salome, Herodias, and Herod are not folk 
whom the onlooker is liable to admire or feel 
any kind@nese for is expected, but when asso- 
ciated with them isa central character that 
also is unsympathetic and hard to the de- 
gree of repelling every one about him, the 
appeal of the play becomes extremely slight. 
Sudermann has tried to depict John as strug- 
gling with doubts as to the exact character 
and mission of the Messiah, whom he an- 
nounced. But in doing this he has made him 
sO aggressive, so lacking im every hum#n 
feeling and sentiment, and so devoid/of mag- 
netism and the power to draw people to him 
that the thinking auditor soon comes to ques- 
tion the possibility of such a man ever hav- 
ing been able to gain such a following among 
the Jewish people as did John. The prophet 
must have been /wonderfully magnetic, peo- 
ple must have trusted and loved him, and 
there must have been much about him which 
was kindly and attractive. That he was 
“erce in his religious fervor and geal does 
not necessarily imply that he was such a 
forbidding, heartless man as Sudermann has 
made him. 

Mr. Sotherh ‘uses all his art to lend the 
character of John some likable traits, but 
the play ie so written that the actor’s efforts 
prove ineffectual. The character is not big 
enough that it can be made awe inspiring 
in its terribleness and thus saved dramatic- 
ally. It is merely a hard, unsympathetic 
part, one which repels, and then ends by kill- 
ing interest in the play itself, Mr. Sothern 
does all with John that it is possibile to do. 
The dark, somber quality of the character 
undoubtedly appeals to him, but there is no 
scene, save possibly that of the denuncia- 
tion of Herodias, which permits the rising 
to any histrionic heights. The rest is dead 
level of surliness and disagreeableness. It 
is an ungrateful task.

Mise Marlowe as Salome has a4 role differ- 
ent from any she heretofore has assumed. 
She makes the daughter of Herodias just 
what Sudermannm has drawn her—a knowing 
young person who Is conscious of her beauty 
and her physical power cver men, but whe 
cloaks all thie knowledge and consciousness 
under the mien and manner of shy girlish 
timidity and maidenly mcdesty. She is a true 
daughter of her miserable mother and sly as 
such a creature should be. Miss Marlowe 
makes her a picture of ravishing physical 
loveliness and grace, and she und*«rsiarnds so 
skillfully to suggest the budding sencuality 
and the voluptuousness of the girl without for 
an instant becoming vulgar or offensive, that 
the pcertrayel becomee really notable among 
the actress’ achievements. The scene with 
Hercéd in the garden is done with a certain 
sensuous Orientalism and, the one with John 
with an impetuous fury when she is scorned, 
that make them the high poinis in the per- 
formance. The Gance in the last act is an 
achievement of which Mise Marlowe may 
with justice be proud. She so manages the 
seven veils, so dances and so ecmpletes the 
scene that all the #ignificance of the dance Is 
made clear, and! yet not evem the finest sensi- 
bilities are @o much as ruffied. It io a trying 
and tricky task. To do too little means to rob 
the scene of its whole value; to do too much Is 
to shock the great majority of those who &8¢é. 
Miss Marlowe treads the narrow line between 
the too little and the too much and’ never for 
am instant slips. )} 

The Herodias of Mise Kruger is an im- 
personation of splendid dignity and forceful- 
ness. The actress lcoks the part, and in voice, 
bearing, gesture, and facial expression re- 
aliges the Geepicable but commancing queen 
to the life. The play is handsomely staged 
and admirably prcduced.

The correspondent of the Dramatic Mirror, 
writing from Rome about Gabriel d’Annun- 
zio’s latest play, ‘‘ More than Love,” gives 
this account ofits premier:
